I then entered the employ of the Martin's Dyeing & 4 
Finishing Company in Philadelphia as stenographer | 
and assistant 
bookkeeper. 
Martin Dye & Finishing Co. Remained in this 
position until 
I was twenty- 
one. While in 
the employ of 
Martin's Dyeing 
& Finishing Co. 
who were large 
converters of 
cotton cloth, 
I acquired a very thorough knowledge (being their 
only stenographer) of not only processing but also 
trade requirements as to fastness of various colors for 
specific purposes. 


While in the employ of Martin's Dyeing & Finishing 
Co., I took dictation daily from Mr. William Martin 
who was the head of the concern and who had 
a thorough knowledge of the dyeing, printing 
and finishing business. It was my duty not only 
to take dictation from him which exposed to me 
his knowledge of the business but also sent me 
throughout the mill to the various foremen to discuss 
with them the current affairs of the business pertaining 
to dyes, finishes, etc. 
This schooling I value very highly for I could not 
have obtained better first hand information, had I 
. gone to a textile school. „5 „ 
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The fact of the matter is, I attribute my success in the 3 
flag business to the knowledge gained with the Martin А 
Company. 


It is beyond any doubt, this information that I 
acquired, together with my personal determination to 
give the trade the very best dye possible which, after 
all is the secret of success in the flag industry, from 
the fact that flags take a terrible beating by being 
exposed in all kinds of weather. I have observed some 
of my competitors that are lacking this knowledge, 
who started in business trying to imitate me - 
some have failed entirely and are not in business at 
all while another concern, which is a strong price 
competitor, does not have the high grade flags that 
we make and is not and cannot serve the high grade 
trade throughout the 
country such as we 
have the privilege of 
serving. We serve the 
best department stores 
in the largest cities of 
the United States, such 
as John Wanamaker 
in New York and 
Philadelphia, Gimbel 
Bros., Strawbridge & Clothier, J. L. Hudson of Detroit, 
Bullock’s of Los Angeles, Famous & Barr of St. Louis, 
. etc. etc. 
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| During the Spanish- 3p. 
American War in 1898- 
99, Martin's Dyeing & 
Finishing Co. produced 
American Flags and 
covered the United States 
with agents for the 
distribution of same. It 
was the my duty to have 
entire charge of these 
accounts.

Resigned from Martin's Dyeing & Finishing Co. and 
opened a small shop with two sewing machines and 
plugged night and day for nearly three years without 
making any headway whatsoever - working all night 
and far into the other nights was a common practice. 
The reason I made no particular headway during this 
period was from the fact that the trade told me, as 
I called on them, that they were buying flags from 
our competitors for a long time and did not care to 
change. But this all changed in the next six to eight 
years, after the adoption by me of my BULL DOG 
bunting flag, as referred to in subsequent paragraphs.

The size of the shop had grown to about ten sewing 
machines and I received an order from Wm. Wrigley, 
Jt. Company of Chicago for 90,000 pieces of 3x5 ft 
cotton flags, which required sewed stripes and printed 
stars. By that time, I had accumulated something like 
$2500.00. I applied to the officer of our local bank (of 
which I have been a director since: 1912) and received 
sufficient funds, $16,000.00, with which to execute 

the Wrigley order. This order netted me a profit of 
around $5,000 which enabled me to better equip my 
plant and cover a larger range of flag for the trade.

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gave them the complete story, showed them the order, 
showed them my costs and what my expected profit 
was, and how I felt that with a lot of hard work, I 
could fill the order in time. This, by the way, involved 
sending flags over the neighborhood, to homes, by my 
father who was a carpenter, in his Dearborn Wagon to 
have the bands stitched on them. At first, the grant by 
the Bank was something like $9,000 to $10,000; but by 
the time the first shipment of flags was completed and 
| arrived in Chicago, 
Wrigley increased 
— his order and I was 
а. obliged to go back 
again to the Bank 
and show them 
the additional order, 
and explain that 
pay-day was two days off. I remember, Mr. Brower, 
the president of the Bank at that time, stated to me 
that I could not make bankers of my employees; that 
he thought the bank would come to my rescue and 
advance additional funds to cover the payroll, together 
with sufficient funds to cover materials which of 
course had to be bought for cash. Inasmuch as I had 
made a substantial shipment and expected my first 
check within ten days or so, the Bank Board considered 
this further application and advanced the funds to a 
total of something over $16,000. I am glad to say that 
a $9,000 check from Wrigley arrived in due time and 


t I proudly handed it through the window and reduced 


my obligation with them. 
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Harry Brocklehurst of Philadelphia 
became a silent financial partner, 
advancing $65,000.00 for the first 
year; part of which was matching 
his capital and the balance as a loan 
to the company. These funds were 
required to take care of the rapidly 
expanding business which required 
both a day and night shift in the 
mill for a three-month period every 
Spring for a number of years. 


Harry Brocklehurst 
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In the latter part of 1911, I developed a new type of 
bunting for the manufacture of flags, made entirely of 
cotton. The yarns of which were spun and woven in 
a scientific manner to give maximum wear in severe 
storms. My knowledge of the dye business enabled me 
to use such dyes that were more durable to exposure 
than the dyes found in wool bunting, which was the 
only bunting used by the United States Government 
for flags, up to this time. Wool was also used by the 
better homes and business houses and public buildings. 
By using proper 
advertising among the 
trade, this cotton flag 
which was named “BULL 
DOG” cotton bunting 
flag, became very 
popular throughout the 
country and was adopted by our own Government 
g T * 
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at Washington as a standard for their own flags, 
replacing wool bunting. At first, my competitors 
scoffed at the idea of this flag ever becoming popular 
but after they observed that our own Government, 
together with large cities throughout the Nation and 
with large school 
boards, one after 
the other adopted x E 
our “BULL РОС” | 6 
bunting as their Bi 
standard, for Am 
outside flags then a 
they woke up 

and imitated my bunting, but in many cases using an 
inferior article. 


As years passed on, various departments of our 
Government who had previously been wedded to the 
thought of using only wool bunting in the making of 
flags were won over by comparative tests, to the use 
of our BULL DOG bunting flags, and what is more, 
they have adopted the use of this bunting in their 
own flag manufacturing plants, using millions of yards 
annually for this purpose. This innovation of mine has 
saved our Government millions of dollars since its 
adoption in 1913. 
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About the year 1914, the flag business had diminished 
somewhat. Charles L. Campbell had become associated 
with the business in 1913 and 
assumed the duties of sales- 
manager, office manager, 
purchasing agent and any other 
of the any duties connection 
with the firm doing a nation 
wide business. He relieved 
myself who had always 
specialized in developing 
methods and machinery in the 
mill to produce merchandise at 
a reasonable cost, so that my 
time was relieved sufficiently 
to enter into the invention 

and manufacture of war toys, made principally of 
wood. At this time, we had installed a large 150 

H.P. boiler and engine under my 
own supervision, together with the 
necessary machinery to turn out 
quantities of flag poles and other 
Wooden accessories for same, so 

the addition of a line of war toys 
seemed feasible about the year 1914. 
There were some thirty-odd items, 
most of which were invented and 


patented by myself.

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By 1917, the World War No. 1 had created a 1 
sufficient demand for flags for us to drop the toy | 
business entirely and devote our entire efforts to the ДЕ. 
production of flags. | 


Upon the declaration of Peace, the demand for flags 
again dropped to a very small volume, whereupon 
we looked around for something else to make in 
our large plant. 
It was decided to 
make men's athletic 
underwear. However, 
not having had 
any previous 
experience in this, WP or 
I hired myself in || UNION SUITS 
an underwear mill | 22222 
in Philadelphia for 
a few days as a 
machinist, so as 
to have the opportunity to look about and see what 
machines were used and the method of cutting, etc. 
Whereupon we bought machinery and equipped one 
whole floor, containing 15,000 square feet of floor 
space, and I personally saw to the patterns, cutting 
and installation of machinery and sat down and 
taught each different operator how to make each part. 
By 1924 the underwear business was very poor, on 

. account of unscrupulous competition, and the demand 
for flags was increasing. ^ 
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Therefore, we discontinued the underwear business and 
devoted our energies to developing the flag industry 
and for two or three years thereafter, I developed 
various types of holders for displaying flags on 
automobiles, such as the type 
that fit over the radiator cap, 
as well as on the bumper or 
bumper bracket and 
also a type that 
fit directly into 
radiators. During 
the following 
years, up until 1928, 
we did a very large volume of business on these 
items, running into hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
turning out as many as eighty thousand small flags - 
four by six inches in size - used for this purpose, per 
day. At this time, it was necessary to enamel the small 
parts comprising these various brackets and I invented 
and built a dipping machine which very successfully 
did the work, without leaving a drip on the bottom 
of the parts when finished. About this time, I also 
developed a holder for holding a vertical flag pole 
in lawns which is used very largely to this day and 
which has been copied by our competitors. 
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Directly after the depression of 1929, the flag business 
again dropped to a very small volume, whereupon, 
after due investigation and what we considered was 
proper advice, we build a ladies' full fashioned hosiery 
mill and installed twelve 24-section 45-gauge full 
fashioned hosiery machines. Consequently, I devoted 
my entire time (until they were sold in 1939) to 

this business, simply serving the flag business in an 
advisory capacity. When we entered the ladies' Full 
fashioned hosiery business in 1930, I knew nothing 
whatsoever of the business. However, by reading hard 
and visiting a lot of other similar mills and working 
hard and late, I soon grasped sufficient fundamentals 
and direct knowledge of knitting and finishing to 
successfully operate the mill. But this all meant long 
hours and very close application, with plenty of stress 
on the long hours, for we worked double shift and it 
was not uncommon to be at the mill every evening 
of the week until late.

Being of an inventive turn of mind, I have instituted

thousands and thousands of dollars annually in the 
business, over the old method used by practically every 
flag manufacturer prior to this method that I adopted.

1906 Invented and made a special machine for folding 
and winding canvas bands to be applied to flags, 
simplifying the method of attaching by 50%. This is 
a machine used distinctly by our Company. 


1907 Invented and built special machine gilding spears 
and balls for flag staffs , whereby a bushel is done 
in a few minutes, cutting down previous labor costs 
100%. 


1925 I rigged up a set of automatic hemming machines 
whereby one operator can comfortably take care 
of three machines and cut the labor cost in thirds. 
This is the hemming on a cheap flag wherein 
competition is keen and costs must be kept down 
to a minimum. Two years ago; I improved on this 
method whereby the production is still increased by 
means of certain gadgets that I have devised and 
attached to the machines. This latest improvement 
has increased the former production on the 
automatic machines by 33% and is borne out by the 
piece work rate which the girl receives, which gives 
her a better return than before these attachments 
were applied and paying the higher rate. 


1926 Invented and made special machine for the creating 
of tabs of a U.S. shield used on automobile flag 
holder brackets, enabling us to embellish flag holders 
with a U.S. shield in front. An exclusive Dettra 
invention.

1927 A specially designed group of truck racks equipped 
with castots arranged in a rotating mannet, 
whereby we did and finish small flag staffs in large 
quantities, in a very short time. No other factoty 
operates in this manner. 


1928 Gang hemming. Special hemmers, pullers and pleaters 
attached to certain sewing machines, so arranged 
as to enable one girl to operate three machines, 
reducing the hemming cost from 7€ per 100 yards to 
2-1/4¢ per 100 yards of hem. 


1939 A specially designed and equipped foot power 
machine for cutting small silk flags apart, prior to 
hemming whereby one operator can do the work of 
two by hand shears and makes a better job. 


1940 I developed and made a machine for cutting 
small flags apart, whereby it could be done more 
accurately than by the hand shear method and 
more rapidly. One girl is able to produce twice the 
production she formerly could with hand shears and 
the work is more uniform. There were two machines 
- one to operate by foot power for silk flags and 
one that operates by motor, with automatic clutch, 
for cotton flags.

1941 A specially designed automatic machine, motor 
driven, for cutting three thickness of small cotton 
flags at one time, prior to hemming. Machine 
operates by foot release.

1941 Since the war, automobile flag holder parts can 
no longer be nickel plated. I designed and built a 
dipping equipment for these parts, using a certain 
grade of weather proof enamel. This is in constant 
use with entire satisfaction. This also is a distinctive 
Dettra item. 


1942 Special attachment and gadgets applying to a 
sewing machine, whereby One Operator in attaching 
canvas bands to flags can accomplish the work of 
two by the old method, referred to in No. 1. This 
is a distinct Dettra operation and not used by our 
competitors.

To all whom it may concern: 

Ве it known that I, Jonn С. Derrra, a 
citizen of the United States, and a resident 
of Gaks, county of Montgomery, and State 
of Pennsylvania, have invented a certain 
new and useful Toy or the like, of which 
the following is a specification, reference 
being had to the accompanying drawings. 

A principal object of my invention is to 
provide a toy or the like, preferably formed 
to substantially resemble a piece of ord- 
nance, which shall be capable of automati- 
cally discharging a plurality of projectiles 
in rapid suecession; and to provide a toy 


of this character which shall be attractive 


in appearance, which may be manufactured 
and sold at a low price, and which sball 
be devoid of intrieate and complicated parts, 
which when in operation might be liable to 
get out of order or become damaged b 
rough usage. | 

My invention further includes all of the 
other various novel features of construction 
and arrangement hereinafter more definitely 
specified. : 

In the accompanying drawings in Figures 
1 to 5 inclusive is illustrated a preferred 
embodiment of my invention, Fig. 1 being 
a top plan view thereof; Fig. 2 a side eleva- 
tion with certain portions broken away for 
the sake of elearness; Fig. 3 a vertical longi- 


- tudinal section, and Figs. 4 and. 5 frag-

mentary vertical longitudinal sections illus- 
trating the operation of certain parts of the 
device. In Figs. 6 to 10 inclusive, a slightly 
modified form of the invention is shown, 
said figures corresponding respectively to 
the views of the preferred embodiment here- 
tofore more specifically described. 
Referring now more especially to the form 
of the invention illustrated in Figs. 1 to 
5 inclusive, the same may comprise a plu- 
rality of similar barrels 1, each preferably 
formed to substantially imitate the barrel 
of a cannon, and each being provided with 
a suitable longitudinal bore 3 preferably 
extending through its entire length. Super- 


imposed vertically over the barrels and. 


maintained in rigid relation therewith are 
shorter barrels or magazines 5 and 6, each 
having a suitable longitudinally extending 
bore 7 of substantially the same diameter 
as bore 3, one or more magazines being pro- 
vided: for each barrel employed in the de- 
vice. In that form of the invention shown 


in Figs. 1 to 5 inclusive each barrel is pro- 
vided with two superimposed magazines, but 
any number of magazines may be utilized 
as desired. The magazines and barrels are 
fixedly positioned with relation to each 
other by any suitable means, those shown 
in the drawing comprising cross pieces or 
tie bars 10 and 11 suitably mortised into 
the walls of the barrels and magazines, 
and extending transversely with respect to 
their longitudinal axes, the bars being se- 
cured in position by a suitable adhesive or 
otherwise. If desired, however, any other 
suitable means may be utilized for securing 
the magazines and barrels together, said 
means preferably being such as to also main- 
tain each barrel and its respective magazine 
or magazines 1n fixed relation with its adja- 
cent barrel and its magazines, so that all 
of the barrels and magazines when assem- 


bled shall form a substantially unitary 


structure. | ! 

.The barrels and their respective maga- 
zines may preferably be mounted on a suit- 
able carriage, that shown in the drawing 


. cómprising a bottom 12, and side pieces 13 


and 14 extending vertically upward there- 
from and secured in fixed relation there- 
with by any suitable means, thus forming a 
sort of trough preferably just wide enough 
to snugly accommodate the rear ends of the 
barrels and a portion of the lower maga- 


zines 5 when assembled and secured together 


as hereinbefore described. Adjacent the 
forward end of the carriage a suitable block 
16 is secured upon the upper surface of the 
bottom 12 between the side pieces 13 and 14 


to form a rest or support for the rear ends 


of the barrels, the upper. surface of the 
block being preferably inclined, as clearly 
shown in Fig. 3, so thàt when the barrels 
are resting thereon the forward ends or 
muzzles thereof will be permanently di- 
rected upwardly at a suitable angle. The 
barrels may be secured between the side 
pieces 13 and 14 and in fixed relation with 
the carriage by any suitable means, that

be drawn over the surface upon which the 
wheels rest. If desired, a small post 22 may 
be provided adjacent the rear end of the 
carriage extending vertically upward from 
the bottom thereof to more graphically en- 
hance the resemblance of the device to a 
piece of ordnance. 

Each magazine is closed at its rear end 
and adapted to contain within its bore 7 a 
plurality of projectiles 25, which, in prac- 
tice, may consist of suitable wooden balls or 
the like, of a diameter slightly less than the 
diameters of the bores 3 and 7, so that the 
projectiles will loosely fit within both the 
magazines and the barrels, and for the pur- 
pose of permitting the projectiles to con- 
secutively pass from the magazines to the 
interior of the barrel on which such maga- 
zines are respectively imposed and prior to 
their being discharged therefrom as herein- 
after described, a passage 27 of a diameter 
equal to that of the bore extends down- 
wardly from adjacent the rear ends of the 
bores of the magazines to the bore 3 in the 
subjacent barrel. E 

Suitable means are provided for the pur- 
pose of discharging projectiles alternately 
from the barrels when a pair of barrels are 
employed, or in consecutive rotation from 


the several barrels when more than two are. 


utilized, such means comprising a suitable 
spring actuated plunger disposed in each 
barrel, and suitable plunger actuating means 
operating in conjunction with the plungers 
as hereinafter described. . 

More particularly and considering for the 
moment but a single barrel, for example, 
the barrel nearest the observer when the de- 
vice is in the positions shown in the draw- 
ings, a plunger 30 preferably formed of flat 
steel or other suitable material is disposed 
in the rear end of the barrel substantially 
longitudinally thereof, and is provided at 
its forward end with a turned-over portion 


- forming a head 31. А suitable block 33 is 


fixedly disposed in the bore 3 àdjacent the 


rear end of the barrel and maintained there- 


in by any suitable means, as, for instance, à 
pin 34 extending through the block and the 
walls of the barrel, the upper side of the 
block being cut away to provide a passage 
35 through which the body of the plunger 


may freely extend. A suitable coil spring 36 . 


is disposed around the plunger within the 
barrel between the head 31 and the forward 
end of the block 33 against which the spring 
may be compressed by the retraction of the 
plunger through the passage 35. In the 
form of the invention shown in Figs. 1 to 5 
inclusive, the material forming the plunger 
adjacent the rear end thereof is directed 
upward substantially normal to the axis of 
the body of the plunger, as at 37 and at a 


? point 38 again directed substantially longi- 
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tudinally as at 39, thus forming a sort of 
hook for a purpose to be hereinafter de- 
scribed. ' 

The length of the plunger is such that 


when the spring 36 is expanded and the 


plunger thereby carried to its forward or 
normal position, as shown in Fig. 2, the 
spring will extend across the mouth of the 
passage 27, but when the plunger is retract- 
ed, as hereinafter described, to the position 
shown in Fig. 3, the spring will be com- 
pressed sufficiently to clear the mouth of the 
passage. 

For the purpose of consecutively retract- 
ing the plungers in the several barrels a suit- 
able crank 40 is provided and journaled in 
the side pieces 13 and 14 of the carriage as 


.at 41 and 42, a portion of the crank being 


extended outside of the side piece 13, then 
directed substantially parallel therewith for 
a suitable distance, and then turned out-

The operation of this form of the device 


may be briefly described as follows: The 


plungers 30 being in their norinal or for- 
"ward position a plurality of projectiles 25 ! 


are introduced into the muzzles of the mag- 
azine or magazines. The first projectile so 
introduced will roll toward the rear of the 
magazine owing to its inclination and pass 
from the bore 7 into the passage 27, and 
thence downwardly to the mouth thereof, 
from whence, however, it is prevented from 
passing into the bore 3 of the subjacent 
barrel by its contact with spring 36, as 
clearly shown in Fig. 2. The next projectile 
introduced into the muzzle of the magazine 


partially within passage 27 and partially 
within bore 7, and the next projectile will 
come to rest against the second, and so on, 


: will come to rest. upon the first projectile _ 


until both magazines are completely filled 
with projectiles, as shown in Fig. 9. It

magazine or magazines imposed thereon, 
although it is really immaterial whether the 
upper magazines are first loaded and then 
the lower, as in either case the projectiles 
will assume substantially the position shown 
in Fig. 2, and, of course, a lesser number 
of projectiles than would be necessary to en- 
tirely fill all the magazines may be utilized 
if desired. It will alsó be understood that 
preferably projectiles are placed in the mag- 
azines over all of the several barrels before 
the discharge of the projectiles is begun, but, 
of course, if desired, only a single set of the 
magazines may be loaded. Presuming, how- 
ever, that all of the magazines have been 
filled, as heretofore described, if the crank 
40 be now rotated in the direction. of the 
arrows, the crank pin 45, for example, will 
engage the plunger 30, with which it is in 
longitudinal alinement, as shown in Fig. 2, 
and the further rotation of the crank will 
serve to retract the plunger to the position 
shown in Fig. 3, thus compressing the spring 
36 sufficiently to open the mouth of passage 
27 and permit the lowermost projectile to 
pass into the barrel in front of the head 31. 
Still further rotation of the crank. there- 
after causes the crank pin 45 to traverse the 
surface of the portion 37 of the plunger t 
assume the position shown in Fig. 4, after 
which a very slight further rotation of the 
crank will cause the crank pin to pass the 
point 38, and thus release the plunger, which 
under the action of the compressed spring 
36 is carried forward, as shown in Fig. 5 to 
foreibly discharge the projectile from the 
barrel. 

It will be evident that a continued rota- 
tion of the crank will cause a similar opera- 
tion to take place when the crank pin 46 
engages its respective plunger 30 in the ad- 
jacent barrel, and that a continuous rotation 
will thus result in the consecutive retrac- 


tion and release of the plungers in the sev-

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eral barrels as the respective crank pins en- 
gage the plungers therein, resulting m the 
consecutive discharge of the projectiles from 
the barrels of the device until all of the pro- 
jectiles in the magazines have been fired. 
In practice it is found that the projectiles 
in the upper magazine are generally ex- 
hausted before the projectiles are drawn 
from the lower magazine, but it is, of course, 
immaterial from which magazine the supply 
of projectiles is first exhausted. Further- 
more, as in practice and with the parts 
properly adjusted the crank may be rotated 
with considerable speed, it will be evident 
thàt & substantially continuous stream of 
projectiles may be discharged from the de- 
vice, the duration of the discharge depend- 
ing solely upon the number of projectiles 
which bave been placed in the magazines 
prior to the operation of the crank. 

In Figs. 6 to 10 inclusive is shown a

slightly modified form of the invention com- 


‘prising a slightly different form of plunger 


releasing means, the device being further- 
more illustrated with but a single instead of 
a plurality of magazines superimposed on 
each barrel. In this form of the invention 
the barrels and carriage may be constructed 
substantially similar to the barrels and car- 
riage in that form of the device previously 
described, and each magazine may be se- 
cured to Its respective barrel by a cross bar 
10, and thebarrelsand magazines rigidly po- 
sitioned on the carriage as in the preferred 
embodiment of the invention. The arrange- 
ment of the passage 27 through which the 
projectiles can pass into the barrel, and of 
the plunger 30 and coil spring 36, may also 
be in all respects similar to the correspond- 
ing parts illustrated in Figs. 1 to 5 inclu- 
sive, but the rear end of the plunger instead 
of being bent in the manner hereinbefore 
described may preferably be directed up- 
wardly as at 60, so as to form a slightly acute 
angle with the body of the plunger to a point 
62, and thence curved rearwardly and down- 
wardly on substantially the arc of a circle 
as at 68, and terminated at point 64. In 


this form of the device for the purpose of' 


positively releasing the plungers after they 
have been retracted by the operation of the 
crank to substantially the limit of their rear- 
ward travel, a transverse bar 70 is disposed 
between side pieces 13 and 14 of the carriage 
in such position that the lower part of the 
portion 63 of the ends of any of the plungers 
will engage the bar when the plunger is re- 
tracted, as shown in Fig. 8. Asthe crank is 
continued in its rotative movement in the di- 
rection shown by the arrow, the retracted 
plunger will be depressed, the surface of 
portion 63 traveling beneath the bar 10, and 
the crank pin relatively rising along the sur- 
face of portion 60 until the parts assume the 
position shown in Fig. 9, when a slight fur-

leased through the engagement of portion. 
63 with the bar 10, as hereinbefore described, 
resulting in the consecutive discharge of the 
projectiles from the several barrels as in the 
form of the invention illustrated in;Figs. 1 
to 5 inclusive. | н 

While І have designated the invention 
herein as a toy, and while it is my present 
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intention to utilize the device more especially 
as such, it will be evident that with the ap- 
paratus constructed upon a larger scale it 
might readily be employed for the dis- 
charge of a substantially continuous stream 
of heavier projectiles, such as small bombs 
and the like in active warfare, or for other 
purposes. Furthermore, while I have here- 
in illustrated and described certain embodi- 
menís of my invention in considerable detail, 
I do not thereby intend to limit myself to 
those precise forms of the device, as it will 
be evident that suitable changes may be 
máde both in the forms thereof and in the 
design and operation of the actuating mech- 
anisms, and that a greater or less number of 
barrels. may be utilized, the crank being 
suitably modified for this purpose and pro- 
vided with a suitable number of crank pins, 
and that the number of magazines employed 
in connection with each barrel may be varied 
as desired, and that the releasing means de- 
seribed in connection with either form of 
the invention may be utilized in connection 
with the other form, and that other suitable 
changes and modifications may be made in 
the details of construction and arrangement 


: without departing from the spirit and scope 
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of the invention as defined in the appended 
claims. 5 | 

Having thus described my invention, Í 
claim and desire to protect by Letters 
Patent of the United States:

Be it known that I, JohN С. Derrra, а 
citizen of the United States, and a resident 
of Oaks, county of Montgomery, and State 
of Pennsylvania, have invented a certain 
new and useful Toy, of which the following 
is a specification, reference being had to the 
accompanying drawings. . 

А principal object of my invention is to 
provide an entertaining and umusing toy 
which can be safely operated by children 
and which shall be simple in construction 
and not liable to get out of order even 
though subjected to relatively hard usage. 
My invention further comprises all of the 
various other objects and novel features. of 
construction and arrangement hereinafter 
more «definitely specified and described. 

In the accompanying drawing, Figure 1 
is a perspective view illustrating the opera- 
tion of the invention; Fig. 2; a horizontal 
section partially broken away through one 
of the parts of the invention and Fig. 3 a 
vertical section taken on line 3—3 in Fig. 2. 

'The form of the invention illustrated in 
the drawings comprises a pair of members 
A and B which may preferably be construct-

The parts having been constructed pref- 
erably substantially as described and shown,

the trigger being positioned substantially as

ably astern of the battleship. The projec- 
tile is next іпѕегбей in the gun until spring 
95 engages in groove 27, and the trigger then 
rotated about its pivot by grasping the end

DICKINSON, District Judge. The fact situation in this case, as 
stated by the respective parties, presents a sharp contrast. From the 
viewpoint of the plaintiff, the defendant was its manufacturing agent, 
and, having quit its employment, is seeking to possess itself of the 
property if its employer, by appropriating to itself the business which 
the employer has heretofore done through it. From the standpoint of 
the defendant, the plaintiff, who was the defendant's selling agent, upon 
the termination of the employment, is seeking to appropriate the busi- 
ness of the defendant. It is clear that the rights, legal and equitable. 
of the parties, cannot be determined until the fact situation has been 
fully developed and the true state of the facts is known. There is the 
further possibility that the relation of employer and employé did not 
exist, and that neither was the one or the other, but that the parties 
were engaged in something in the nature of a joint venture. 

[1] The respective positions of the parties, thus sharply contrasted, 
are advanced and defended with equal vigor. The rule applied by the 
courts in cases in which the facts are thus hotly contested is itself not 
open to controversy. It is that the courts will await action until the 
time for final decree. Under the peculiar situation which develops out 
of the facts in this case, so far as they are not in dispute, the applica- 
tion of this rule might, however, work an injustice which need not be 
done. . 

[2] One of the facts which is not in dispute is that the defendant 
has in the past been a dealer in flags, with a good firm grip upon the 
market. Another undisputed fact is that the plaintiff was a large deal- 
er in toys and games, with the market in which it was in firm touch.

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The plaintiff was not a manufacturer, but had the things in which it 
dealt made for it by others. The plaintiff sold flags for the defendant. 

'The defendant took to the plaintiff the suggestion of the making of 
a toy golf club to be added to the list of toys in which the plaintiff 
dealt. The suggestion, as made by the defendant, was rejected by the 
plaintiff; but there was finally substituted for it a toy golf bag, with a 
set of toy golf clubs. To this there was afterwards added battleships, 
and one or two varieties of games. Out of this grew the business of 
manufacturing by the defendant of the things thus dealt in and their 
sale by the plaintiff. The relations of the parties were evidenced by 
annual contracts and by their course of dealings. 'The form in which 
the thing should be manufactured, and the little touches which were 
thought to make them more marketable, were adopted after confer- 
ences and consultations between the parties. "This included the char- 
acter of the packages in which the articles were sold and the labels 
used. Some of them were sold under the trade-mark of the plaintiff 
and some without it. The customers were found by the plaintiff, but 
the goods were shipped by the defendant to the buyers. 

Some of the things made were thought to be patentable, and one 
of the things made and sold was found to have been patented by a 
third party. With respect to the latter, the right to make and to vend 
was secured through a license, which was fixed by the patentee at a 
small sum. For one of the other articles manufactured a patent appli- 
cation was filed, and the patent allowed by the Patent Office, but no 
patent was ever actually taken out. For another of the articles a patent 
was applied for, and the application is still pending. The volume of 
the business grew under the joint efforts of the parties, until their re- 
lations were severed by the defendant. This severance was followed 
by notice given to the trade that the defendant would thereafter sell on 
its own account what.it had theretofore been selling through the plain- 
tiff on commission. This was accompanied by notice that some of the 
things sold were protected by patents, and a warning that actions would 
be brought for infringement. The notice was interpreted by the trade 
as meaning that none could thereafter deal in the articles which the 
defendant had been manufacturing without incurring the risk of liti- 
gation. The notice was in such form as to arouse fear of litigation, 
and because of this to deter buyers who had theretofore dealt with the 
plaintiff. ‘To permit the defendant to reap the benefit of the situation 
thus created is the injustice to which we have referred, so far as the 
threat of litigation operated. It would leave the defendant in the pos- 
session of the whole field until final decree in the present proceedings, 
and by that time the trade which may possibly be determined to belong 
to the plaintiff may be wholly lost to it. 

The plaintiff recognizes the right of the defendant to manufacture 
and to sell the things which had before been the subject of the dealings 
between the parties, but denies the right of the defendant to appropriate 
the trade which has been built up through the efforts of the plaintiff, 
by palming off the things sold as the toys and games known as the toys 
and games of the plaintiff. The plaintiff, therefore, asks for the al- 
lowance of a writ of injunction, which shall restrain the defendant 
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from selling toys and games which are in deceptive imitation of those 
known to the trade as the toys and games sold by the plaintiff, reserv- 
ing, however, to the defendant the right to sell such toys and games 
in likeness to those heretofore sold by the plaintiff, in so far as the 
likeness pertains to those features which are functional or otherwise 
essentia] to the things sold; the prohibition of the right being limited 
to those features which are in no wise functional, but merely descrip- 
tive of the things in which the plaintiff has dealt. 

The allowance of an injunction is further asked restraining the de- 
fendant from alarming customers of the plaintiff through threats of 
litigation. The right to an injunction containing the latter feature is 
based upon two propositions. One is that any patent rights which may 
be involved belong as much to the plaintiff as to the defendant, although 
the legal title is in the name of an officer of the defendant company. 
The other is that, although the right of a patentee to give notice warn- 
ing against infringements is conceded, the right is limited to a bona 
fide assertion of the patent right, and may not be used merely as a 
device to corral or control trade through a threat of litigation not made 
in good faith. So far as the notice may have had a good-faith motive 
and purpose, this has been accomplished by the notice already given, 
and any repetition of notice in the face of the plaintiff's challenge oí 
defendant's patent rights could not be held to be in good faith. The 
position of the plaintiff in this respect is further buttressed bv the 
averment that the statement of fact made in the notice is false in the 
respect that it expresses the thought that patents have been actually is- 
sued, when in point of fact thcy have not. 

Our conclusion is that the determination of the question of the right 
of the plaintiff to an injunction against the defendant restraining it 
from dealing in what it has heretofore made and dealt in must, for 
the reason already indicated, be deferred until final decree. We think, 
however, that the plaintiff is entitled to protection at this time from 
any further interference by the defendant with its trade through 
threats of litigation, and we allow a writ of injunction, restraining the 
defendant, until the further order of the court, from giving any further 
notice to prospective purchasers for the plaintiff, warning them of any 
danger of litigation through buying of the plaintiff, or threatening them 
with suits or actions in case they so buy. The writ is to issue upon 
condition that the plaintiff make no advertising use of this decree, and 
that it executes and gives to the defendant a bond, with approved sure- 
ty, in the penal sum of $1,000, with the form of condition usually 
given upon the allowance of writs of injunction and as is required by 
law.

EpiroRs Nore—I/n the following letter, Mr. George Keen, 
manager of the Hotel Imperial, New York, tells of the plans 
under headway for the Toy Fair of 1921. The scarcity of exhi- 
bition space available in large, centrally located hotels in New 
York, together with the tremendous growth of the American toy 
business, has made it very difficult to provide adequate accommo- 
dations for the annual displays in New York during February 
and March. Mr. Keen has done much to carn the gratitude of 
toy men by the energy he has shown in cnlarging the quarters at 


the Imperial which he has allotted to toy exhibits. 


At the close of the 1920 Toy Fair about 95 per cent 
of the exhibitors made their bookings for the 1921 show 
and from time to time since the closing of the show we 
have had a great number of inquiries for space for the 
coming show. So much so that we were practically 
stumped as all the space we could allot to this exhibit 
had been taken on the three floors we had last year with 
twenty-two rooms added on the fourth floor on the 
Thirty-second street side. As the demand became greater 
as time went on we felt certain that something had to 
be done. 

I tried very hard to solve the problem and, believe me,

boy's athletie suits, switched from jobber to retailer as late 
as last November, after buying had been under way for 
some time, and a month ago had sold up to May, accord- 
ing to a person speaking for the organization. The com- 
pany sells on terms of two per cent discount in ten days, 
net 30, and on comparable lines is understood to be getting 
priees 50 cents a dozen below those of jobbers for gar- 
ments to sell at one dollar. Another Pennsylvania mill, 
making ladies’ knitted light weight underwear, has the 
groundwork for a direet-to-retailer campaign and shortly 
will also cease selling to jobbers. If they must carry 
stocks for dealers, some manufacturers say, they would 
prefer assuming the burden for the retailer, since many 
of the jobbers really are buying on a retail basis. 

Jobbers have lost ground in hosiery, underwear and 
sweaters. This is shown in continued increases in the 
number of mills selling direet and the gains whieh the 
established mills in this elass nre making in the matter 
of new accounts.

In the construction of hedge cutting ma- 
chines having relatively. reciprocatory cut- 
ting blades it has hitherto been customary 


to arrange the teeth, which are ordinarily of 
substantially triangular form, in proximity 
to each other, the side edges of the respective .- 
teeth closely approaching the opposite edges . 


of the adjacent teeth аё. ће. roots thereof 
so that the space between any two teeth is 


in the form of a pointed V. I have found, 


however, that by constructing the cutting 
blades with teeth rather widely separated 


instead of in close proximity to each other, 
that it is possible in a machine of this char- 
acter to materially enhance the ability. 
thereof to cut through the shoots or branches 


of the hedge with a considerably smaller 


expenditure of power than is possible where: 


the teeth are set closely together, or, viewed

More specifically; and as best shown in Fig. 
5, I prefer to space apart the teeth 3 at. 
their roots for- а distance at least equal to 
the width of the root of each tooth and I 
find that in practice good results are attained 
when the spacing between the teeth is in- 
creased to a distance nearly equal to twice 
the width of the root. of each tooth, or, in 
other words, referring to Fig. 5, I prefer to 
make the distance a substantially equal to 
the diameter of the circular path traversed 
by the crank pin 22 and at least equal to 
and preferably considerably greater than the 
distance b. By constructing the blades in 
this manner, I find in practice that as the 
machine is moved along the hedge the shoots 
or branches thereof are gathered in the 
spaces. between the teeth during the time 
when the teeth on the respective blades are 
more or less in corresponding aligment and 
the pitman is either approaching or has just 
passed the limit of its stroke in either direc- 
tion. However, as the reciprocating blade 
is moved so as to bring its teeth more and 


more out of alignment with the teeth on 
the stationary blade, it gathers speed as 
the speed of revolution of the crank pin 


increases and as the cutting edges of the 


.teeth of the reciprocating blade gradually 


overlap the cutting edges of the correspond- 
ing teeth on the stationary blade, the shoots 
and branches are sheared off easily and 
cleanly and with a minimum expenditure of 
effort. | š : 

While I have described and illustrated, 
herein with considerable particularity a 
preferred form of my invention I do not 
thereby desire or intend to limit myself to 
any precise details of construction and ar- 
rangement of the various parts as the same 
may be modified or varied in minor par- 
ticulars from the precise embodiment dis- 
closed as may be desired without departing 
from the spirit and scope of the invention 
as defined 1n the appended claims. !

The invention relates to hedge trimmers. 

The primary object of the invention is to 
provide a machine of this character which 
may be supported by the body of the wearer. 

A further object is to provide a cutting 
machine which may be driven regardless of 
the angle at which the machine is placed. 

In the drawings:—fFigure 1 is a side ele- 
vation, parts being shown in section. Fig. 
2 is а top plan. Fig. 3 is a top plan show- 
ing a modified form of support. Fig. 4 
is a rear elevation. Fig. 5 is a section on 
the line 5—5 of Fig. 9. Fig. 6 is a section 
on the line 6—6 of Fig. 9. Fig. T 1s a de- 
tail view of the blade clamp. 

In the drawings 10 and 11 designate the 
superposed blades which form the cutting 
mechanism. The blade 10 is stationary, and 
is reinforced by the longitudinally. disposed 
bar 19 secured to the under face thereof. 
The bar 14 is secured to the blade 10, said 
bar supporting the driving mechanism which 
consists of the gears 15 and 10, the gear 15 
being rotated by the crank 17, a disk 17^ of 
leather or other material being positioned 
on the erank handle to protect the band of 
the operator. The shaft 18’ on which the gear 
16 is mounted carries a fly wheel 16’ hav- 
ing a wrist pin 18 connected by the pitman 
19 with the bracket 20 arranged on the re- 
ciprocating bar 11. The bar 11 is provided 
with elongated slots 91. The bolts 92 of 
clamps, one of which is shown in Fig. 7, 
pass through these slots and through aper- 
tures in the blade 10.

In Fig. 1 the machine is supported by the 


‚strap 82 which is connected to brackets 33 . 
and 34 positioned on the bar-14, and the 


blade 10 respectively, the strap being passed 
over the shoulder of the operator. 

In Fig. 8 the adjustable rest 44 is pro- 
vided, said rest consisting of the curved 


member 46 whieh is secured to an arm 47: 


adjustably supported by another arm 48 
mounted on bar 14. It will be noted that 
the supports shown may be readily inter- 
changed aecording to the manner in which 
the trimmer is used. 

The many advantages of a machine of 
this character will be clearly apparent as it 
will be noted that the same may be support- 
ed to operate in various positions and that 
the cutting members may always be main- 
tained in contact with each other. It will 
also be seen that the entire structure is Such 
as may be easily and economically manufac- 
tured and the various parts readily assem- 
bled. | s 

What is claimed is:— 


A hedge trimmer including a reinforcing 


bar straight from end to end, a stationary . 


blade secured to and extending longitudi- 
nally of the bar,-a second bar secured to the 
reinforcing bars, drive mechanism mounted 
upon said second bar and beyond one end 
of the stationary blade, a reciprocating bar 
constituting a cutting element and actuated 
by said mechanism, an arm extending hori- 
zontally away from the bars and cutting 


mechanism and at right angles to the bars, 


a breast engaging rest swiveled on the free 
end of the arm, a handie upon the drive 
mechanism and beyond one side of said arm,

Bolt gear bar No. 22 to TOP of steel bar No. 61 (illustration shows No. 61 on top of No. 22. This is an error). 


Bolt bar No. 63 on top of gear bar No. 22. At the same time fasten body brace bracket No. 35 with the 
same bolt and use another bolt in the extreme end of No. 35 to support it. 


Assemble brace No. 61A to No. 61 and No 60 as shown on illustration. Assemble bracket of right hand 
pony wheel No. 67 to underside of cutting bar, using holes in same between end of cutting blades and casting No. 60. 

Bolt Brace 63A to 62 and 63. 

Assemble wheels No. 65 as indicated, using long bolts No. 64, lock washer and nut. 

Three holes in castings No. 60 and 62 are provided so as to vary the heighth of the cutting bar to suit the 
operator and work to be done. 

Attach driving rod No. 50 to fly-wheel. 

Attach driving rod No. 59 to bracket on movable cutting blade. 

Oil up well and the machine is ready for use. 

In case the cutting teeth do not properly match (come opposite each other), two adjustments are provided 


so they may be made to match on each throw. These adjustments are found in the long thread provided on the 
two bolts with ball ends that work in the two socket connections. 


To get good service from this outfit and for easy operation, it is necessary to ti all movable parts well 
lubricated and to use clear kerosene in the four slots in the movable cutting bar frequently to remove gummy sub- 
stance which forms there.

During the preparation of the Combined Section 8 Affidavit and Section 9 Renewal 
Application, it was learned that on March 14, 2000 an assignment was filed from Annin & Co., Inc., 
as successor by merger to Dettra Flag Company, Inc. to The Chase Manhattan Bank, assigning the 
entire interest and good will in the registration to The Chase Manhattan Bank. Schiller-Pfeiffer, 
Inc.’s attorney investigated to determine where the alleged ownership interest in the mark claimed 
by Annin & Co., Inc. originated. 


The original owner of the registration was John C. Dettra of Oaks, Pennsylvania. However, 
in the mid 1950's, the registration was assigned to Schiller-Pfeiffer Machine Works. Subsequent to 
that time, there have been additional assignments between various Schiller-Pfeiffer companies, and 
at the present time, the owner is Schiller-Pfeiffer, Inc. There appears never to have been any 
assignment to Annin & Co., Inc. or its predecessor, nor has there ever been an ownership interest in 
the mark or registration held by Annin & Co., Inc. 


Upon further investigation, it was determined that the interest claimed by The Chase 
Manhattan Bank (whether valid or not) was released in a Reassignment of Trademarks dated April 
13, 2000. This release from The Chase Manhattan Bank was recorded at the PTO at Reel/Frame 
002329/0327 on July 11, 2001 (Exhibit B). In order to further clarify that Annin & Co., Inc. has no 
ownership interest whatsoever in this registration, Schiller-Pfeiffer, Inc. obtained a Quitclaim 
Assignment from Annin & Co., Inc., which quitclaim assignment was recorded at the PTO at 
Reel/Frame 02344/0491 on August 2, 2001 (Exhibit C). Because the Quitclaim Assignment was 
recorded on August 2, 2001, prior to the filing date of the Registrant’s Combined Section 8 
Affidavit and Section 9 Renewal Application submitted on September 28, 2001, it is submitted that 
the PTO records clearly and unambiguously show that sole ownership of this registration, Reg. No. 
0152384 for the mark LITTLE WONDER, is in the name of Schiller-Pfeiffer, Inc., the party who 
filed the Combined Section 8 Affidavit and Section 9 Renewal Application. 


Accordingly, in answer to the two issues raised above in the January 4, 2002 communication, 
1) it is submitted that the party who submitted the Section 8 Affidavit, Schiller-Pfeiffer, Inc., is the 
current owner, and 2) there was never a transfer from Schiller-Pfeiffer, Inc. to Annin & Co., Inc. 
Where and how the interest assigned to The Chase Manhattan Bank resulted is unclear, but it is now 
certainly clear that whatever interest The Chase Manhattan Bank may have claimed was reassigned 
to Annin & Co., Inc., and whatever interest Annin & Co., Inc. may have claimed in the registration 
has also been assigned to Schiller-Pfeiffer, Inc. Indeed, The Chase Manhattan Bank and Annin & 
Co., Inc never had an interest in this mark or registration since Annin & Co., Inc. never held any such 
interest in the first place.

Defendaxt received the first car-load, examined con- 
tenis and laid aside 2,500 feet, for which he refused 
to pay. He was willing to pay for the lumber he ac- 
cepted and used. It is for the price of the limber 
accepted and used that judgment was awarded the 
plaintiff. The defendant after receiving the first car- 
load wrote to plaintiff and stated that the lumber was 
not suitable for his purpose; that it was worth only 
$10 per 1,000 feet and expressed a willingness to do 
business upon that basis. He also ordered plaintiff 
not to ship the other car-load, and claimed that the 
deliveries were made too late for his purposes. At 
that time the other car was in transit. When the 
second car arrived, defendant examined the lumber on 
top to a depth of two feet and rejected the car upon 
the ground that it was delivered to him too late for 
the Fourth of July market, and that the lumber was 
not suitable for the purpose for which he had bought 

it. He further claimed the lumber was unmerchant- 
able and presented a counterclaim for $200. Upon the 
trial the counterclaim seems to have been disregarded. 

The defendant, after making the oral agreement to 
buy the lumber, returned to his place of business in 
Pennsylvania, and sent the written order; within two 
days thereafter the lumber was loaded and directed to 
be sent to defendant. From these facts it is evident 
that the plaintiff was neither indifferent nor remiss in 
executing the order. As to whether delivery is timely 
or not, every case stands upon its own facts. In the case 
of Robinson G. P. Co. v. American Locomotive Co., 56 
Mise. Rep. 589, an order was rendered to the seller on 
November nineteenth and delivery made on December 
twenty-ninth. This was held to be delivery in suffi- 
cient time. То the case at bar the shipping instruc- 
tions on the order were Ship at once," and this it

appears the plaintiff did. There was no guaranty that 
delivery would be made by a given date. 

The case turns on whether or not the contract was 
entire or severable. The undisputed facts are that the 
lumber lay in two piles at West Rupert in Vermont, 
that defendant bought them on the same day, for one 
price, to be delivered together, shipped at once.“ 
The sale was a single transaction and the lumber sold 
in its entirety. It is clear that the intention of the 
parties did not contemplate that the contract was in 
any way severable. 

Since the contract is entire, the defendant cannot 
be permitted to accept part and reject the remainder 
unless there was an agreement to this effect. Such an 
agreement has not and cannot be spun out from the 
facts presented. 

Even if the defendant's story be accepted as true it 
shows at most only a warranty that the goods deliv- 
ered shall not contain any unfit or unmerchantable 
lumber. Since the defendant has accepted a part of 
the lumber the breach of this warranty can give rise to 
no right of partial rescission but such aceeptance does 
not bar a counterclaim for damages. In this case there 
is, however, no proof of such damages. 

Judgment should be reversed and a new trial 
ordered, with costs to appellant to abide the event.

Shortage of the Aniline Colors Practically Amounts to 
a Famine—Search for Dyes Has Been Extended All 
Over the World. 


The aniline dye shortage in this country has become a 
veritable famine, threatening the suspension or curtailment of 
operations in many lines of industries, and the search for 
dyes has extended to the ends of the earth in an effort to 
secure sufficient stocks to prevent dependent interests from 
shutting down completely. 

Sometime ago a company was organized with a capital of 
one million dollars for the purpose of buying the German 
aniline dyes held in China. Attractive prices were offered 
the Chinese holders, attractive in comparison to original prices, 
and at the beginning large quantities were bought with little 
difficulty, but as they began to realize the great need for the 
dyes, the Chinese, with their usual business acumen, com- 
menced raising prices, and now have reached levels about 
equal to ours. However, it is reported that the greater 
part of the stock was obtained and most of it has already 
arrived in this country. Another cargo is expected within 
the week, but as in the case of other shipments, the entire 
lot was contracted for long before arrival, and very little if 
any will be offered in the market. 

The ground in this country, apparently, is to be gone over 
with a fine-toothed comb, for it is rumored that systematic 
efforts are to be made to secure every ounce of dye available. 
Reports from Indiana and other places would indicate that the 
campaign is already under way and agents of Eastern con- 
cerns are visiting the druggists in all towns and cities, buying 
all the five- and ten-cent package dyes they can find and 
peer quantity of bulk aniline dyes the druggists may 

ve. 


A parallel condition obtains in England and it is reported 
that she is busy scouring her Colonial possessions in all di- 
rections for dyes. A peculiar situation in regard to the scarcity 
of dyes in England and the United States was revealed in a 
suit for breach of contract filed in the United States District 
Court of New York last week resulting from the insistence of 
British and Canadian flag concerns that none but the German 
dyes be used in Union Jacks and other British flags. 


The papers reveal that early in 1915 John C. Dettra & 
Co. Inc, of Pennsylvania entered into a contract with the 
Syndicate Publishing Company of 9 East Thirty-seventh street 
to manufacture hundreds of thousands of Union Jacks which 
were to be shipped to England and Canada. The contract 
provided, according to the Syndicate Publishing Company, for 
the use of German dyestuffs. 


The Syndicate Publishing Company received 12,400 flags and 
shipped them to Canada, where they were placed in bond, 
and in July, 1915, refused to take any more of the flags be- 
cause Dettra & Co. were using substitutes for the German 
dyes. Dettra & Co. then began suit for breach of contract 
and the Syndicate Publishing Company responded with a 
counter claim that the British and Canadian purchasers had 
refused to accept the flags because of the dyestuffs used. 


To this counter claim Dettra & Co. filed an answer yes- 
terday declaring that the shortage of German dyestuffs here 
due to the war had made it difficult, if not impossible, for 
them to get hold of such coloring material. The contract, 
they insisted, permitted them to substitute any dye that would 
produce fast colors. 


Large consumers of aniline dyes foreseeing the trend of 
events bought heavily of all dyes offered from the very be- 
ginning of the threatened shortage, and it was from the 
smaller dealers that the cry of scarcity was first heard. 
They came into the market after stocks of first handlers 
had been absorbed by the larger dealers, seconds and specu- 
lators, and consequently had to buy in small quantities and 
at greatly inflated prices. A prominent broker said that 
the need, however, had now become general and that an 
actual famine was pending. Speculators have been particu- 
larly active with stocks and in the sale and resale of the 
colors many of the items have lost their identity and have 
become adulterated with other substances, (salt being the 
popular adulterant) so that sales are no longer made under 
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the trade name but from samples and designated as acid, 
basic and direct. 

In the meantime, vegetable dyes and their mordants came 
into prominence, reached the limit of their supply powers 
and have passed into the category of “scarce articles.” With 
big demands from both dyers and tanners many of the items 
are oversold and prices are purely nominal. Difficulty in 
transportation is encountered, following a dearth in bottoms 
and a preference for commodities paying a higher percentage 
of freight rate. Cudbear seems centered in the hands of 
only a few sellers and prices are higher. Very little divi-divi 
is reported unsold and the market is bare of myrobalans. 
Gambier is offered in sizable quantities for April-May arrival- 
Logwood is problematical, some dealers reported holding for 
prices fifty per cent in excess of the present quotations. The mor- 
dants continue to advance with limited spot offerings of the bi- 
chromates and prussiates. 


Aniline Oil The quantity of aniline oil for immediate 
delivery has not increased in proportion to the added output 
as the greater part was reported absorbed in advance of 
production. Sales are reported at 90c, some makers asking 
$1. 
Bichromates—Both the soda and the potash have ad- 
vanced during the week with limited spot and contract 
offering, 70c(272c a pound being quoted on potash and 62c 
@65c on soda. 

Cochineal-— Movement in stocks has been fair and prices 
are quoted at 62c@64c for good quality. 


Cudbear—Is in good demand with offerings reported con- 
fined to few dealers, prices ranging from 42c to 60c. 


Divi-divi—Spot stocks are low. One sale of 30,000 bags 
was reported at $54 per ton. A $56 ton price for March- 
April arrivals is attributed to the recent $3 a ton raise in 
freight rates. 

Gambier—Is strong with inquiries from dyers and tanners. 
Spot offerings have been made at 14%4cl5c and April-May 
arrivals at 13c(gl4c. Five vessels carrying gambier are re- 
ported due to arrive shortly. 

Hematine Extract ls quoted at 85c@90c a pound with 
some holders at $1, although no sales were reported at the 
latter figure. 

Logwood—Increase in price in primary markets and scarc- 
ity of bottoms are given as causes for the increase in do- 
mestic markets Some dealers are quoting $35 to $40 a 
ton, others are reported holding at $60 with prices at pro- 
ducing center of 9c per pound for the chips. Makers of 
extract are experiencing difficulty in obtaining materials in 
quantities to fill contract orders for extract and very little 
spot is offered. Extracts are quoted at 65c(270c on contract 
and 75c@80c on spot. 


Madder— Absence of large inquiries and more liberal offer- 
ings influenced a weaker market. Holders offered spot lots 
at 3c lower, ranging from 24c(225c a pound, according to 
terms of sale. 


Myrobalans—The market is reported out of spot stocks, 
and owing to complications at producing points and in trans- 
portation facilities, futures are offered at the high mark 
of $60 a ton for No. 1 and $56 for No. 2. 


Prussiates— Yellow prussiate of potash has continued at 
$1.70@$1.80 per pound during the past week and the red 
has advanced to $5.75 and $6.50, with restricted offerings 
by some makers. Prussiate of soda has a range of $1.20 to 
$1.30 on reported sales, but stocks are scarce. 


Sumac—Firm at from $64 to $66 a ton for shipments 
and $70, with some holders at $75, for immediate delivery. 


Red Saunders A firmer trend pervades the market for 
chipped, owing to a further curtailment of spot supplies and 
a brisk demand. Sellers are asking 3c a pound more, bring- 
ing quotations on spot lots up to 11@14c a pound, as to 
quantity ordered. 


Turmeric— Madras and Aleppy grades are reported scarce 
in spot stocks and higher prices, some dealers asking 12c(2 
13c for the former and 11c@12c for the latter. China is 
quoted at 111⁄c with reported askings of 8%с a pound in 
primary markets.

John С. Dettra & Co. of Oakes, Pa. 
has brought suit against the Syndicate 
Publishing Co. of New York. for 
breach of contract relative to alleged 
defective dye on 12,400 “ Union Jacks” 
made here for Great Britain and re- 
jected in Canada whither they were 
first shipped.

CANADA'S TEUTON PARTIALITY 


ANADA would not raise the German 
flag within its borders, naturally; but 
neither will it raise the British flag unless 
that banner is made with German dyes. 
Nor is this to be explained by any atrocious 
pun on the dyeing or the dead. It is a fact 
that to the Canadian eye the flag of its 
motherland does not flash forth with the 
same radiance and majesty when it is 
colored with non-German dyes. This is 
soberly stated in the papers of a breach-of- 
contract suit recently filed in the United 
States District Court. The New York 
Sun sums up the peculiar features of 
this case: 


Through its embargo on German dye- 
stuffs, the British Government is un- 
consciously curtailing the manufacture 
of British flags. This paradox was dis- 
closed in papers filed in the United States 
District Court yesterday in connection with 
breach-of-contract suits resulting from the 
insistence of British and Canadian flag-con- 
eerns that none but German dyes be used 
in Union Jacks and other British flags. 

The papers reveal that early in 1915 
John C. Dettra & Co., Ine., of Pennsyl- 
vania, entered into a contract with the 
Syndicate Publishing Company, of 9 East 
Thirty-seventh Street, to manufaeture hun- 
dreds of thousands of Union Jacks which 
were to be shipped to England and Canada. 
The eontraet provided, according to the 
Syndicate Publishing Company, for the use 
of German dyestuffs. 

The Syndicate Publishing Company 
received 12,400 flags and shipped them 
to Canada, where they were placed in

FLAG PRICE INVESTIGATION 


Federal Trade Commission Announces 
Hearing on Nov. 5 


WASHINGTON, September 27.—Follow- 
ing previous information which your 
correspondent has furnished to the TEX- 
TILE WORLD JOURNAL in recent issues, we 
are now able to give more definite infor- 
mation relative to the investigation 
which has been instituted by the Federal 
Trade Commission and the formal com- 
plaint which they have now issued 
against the following manufacturers:

“ That the respondents, either as in- 
dividuals or as members of said Asso- 
ciation, have for more than three years 
last past, both individually and as mem 
bers of said Association, been and now 
are engaged in a concerted movement to 
unduly enhance the price of American 
fags and to maintain such enhanced 
prices, and to bring about a general uni- 
formity of such prices. Such enhance- 
ment and general uniformity has been 
cffected by meetings, correspondence and 
other means of intercommunication be- 
tween respondents, members and ex- 
members of said asscciation, among 
themselves, and between such respond- 
ents and the said Association and its 
chairman, Harold M. Turner.”

On 13 December 1916, a patent application was submitted by Charles 
L. Campbell, assignor to John C. Dettra, Inc. of Oaks, Pennsylvania, for 
a pennant design that included a 48-star pattern very similar to Wayne 
Whipples, the only difference being an oval rather than circular rings of stars 
around the six-pointed Great Star of 13 stars in the center. It was granted 
on 6 March 1917, as patent number D50413. There are a number of these 
pennants still existing, with Dettras patent number printed on them. No 
evidence has been found that Dettra made any Whipple flags other than this 
pattern; there is no evidence to indicate Dettra had Whipple's permission to 
make this design.

CONTRACTS—MODIFICATION—AUTHORITY GENERALLY AND AU- 
THORITY WHERE REQUEST FOR MODIFICATION INVOLVES A MAT- 
TER REFUSED PRIOR TO AWARD 


While contracting officers of the Government may not legally modify existing 
Government contracts except in the interest of the United States, where 
it is in the Government's interest to make reasonable modifications and the 
parties are able mutually to agree respecting the desired changes, there is, 
generally speaking and within reasonable limitations, no objection to alter- 
ing the original contract, but such changes may not, under the guise of 
modification, in fact transform an existing contract into an entirely new 
and different one or employ a modification agreement so as unnecessarily 
to interfere with or defeat the purpose of competitive bidding. Term 
“modify” defined. 

Where contracting officials of the Government have been requested before award 
of a contract to make a material alteration in the specification require- 
ments but upon consideration have refused or failed to do so, said officials 
may not, after award and when competition has been eliminated, and in 
the face of unchanged conditions, enter into a modification agreement with 
the contractor for the purpose of effecting the same change that they had 
previously refused or failed to make. 

Where one of several bidders under an invitation for bids had, prior to the 
opening of bids, requested that the specifications be amended so as to 
permit bidders to furnish flags of “well carded” cotton instead of “well 
combed" cotton but the amendment was refused and the contract as awarded 
to the said bidder clearly called for delivery of flags made of “well combed” 
cotton, there is no legal authority for accepting the contractor's proposal 
to modify the contract so as to permit the delivery of flags made from 
"well carded" cotton at a reduction in the contract price, but if it is 
administratively determined that flags made from the less costly “carded 
cotton" will serve the Government's needs and that it will be in the Govern- 
ment's interest to secure flags of this type instead of insisting on 
performance of the contract as awarded, there is no objection to making 
an agreement with the contractor for rescission of the contract, in which 
—— the matter would be for readvertising under proper amended speci- 

cations. 


Acting Comptroller General Elliott to the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs, 
January 19, 1940: 
I have your letter of January 4, 1940, as follows:

The advertised specification informed all bidders that flags shall be manu- 
factured from bunting as described in Federal Specification CCC-B-791a, dated 
August 27, 1937. (A C-1 of the cited specification is as follows : 
aterial.— The bun shall be made of cotton. cotton. The cotton shall be thor- 
eaned, drawn, spun. 
The bid of the Valley Forge Sales Corporation was accepted, this concern 
ted the lowest bid meeting the requirements of the advertised 
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Specifications, and in accordance with the terms of the bid invitation the Valley 
Forge Sales Corporation furnished bond in the amount of $5,820 to guarantee 
performance of its contract. The lower bid of the Dettra Flag Company, Inc., 
on item 1 was rejected for the reason that this company did not propose to 
furnish flags made from “well combed” cotton as required by Federal Specifi- 
cation ССС-В-791а. 

The ‘Valley Forge Sales Corporation tendered for delivery the bunting to be 
used in the manufacture of the flags, but inspection of this bunting disclosed 
that instead of its being made from “well combed” cotton it is manufactured 
from “carded” cotton, in view of which the material was rejected. Тһе Valley 
Forge Sales Corporation, through its Washington representative, Mr. Roy G. 
Epperley, protested the rejection of the material for the reason indicated in 
Mr. Epperiey's letter of November 21, 1939, to the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs, to which response was made by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs 
under date of November 21, 1939, indicating the position of the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration. These communications, together with subsequent correspondence 
between the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs and the Valley Forge Sales 
Corporation, are enclosed, and particular attention is invited to letter of Decem- 
ber 14, 1939, from Colonel О. R. McGuire, requesting that the Valley Forge 
Sales Corporation be permitted to furnish flags manufactured from bunting 
made from “carded” cotton at a reduction in price, 

Each of the bidders above listed realized that the specifications called for 
“well combed” material. This fact is clearly established by the evidence. The 
Collegeville Flag and Mfg. Company enclosed with its bid a letter dated Sep- 
tember 9, 1939, from which the following is quoted : 

“We are pleased to include herewith our bid covering the above information, 
and if we are successful we will furnish the inspectors of the Veterans' Admin- 
istration a certified report from the mil] that will manufacture the bunting in 
connection with the above invitation certifying that the yarn used in connection 
with the weaving of this bunting is in strict accordance with the specfications 
pertaining to this invitation, and that is that the bunting will be made of 
combed yarn. Although this is not in accordance with your requirements in 
connection with this invitation, we are willing to get the certifiention from 
the mill inasmuch as there seems to be a very slight difference between the 
previous specifications on which you quote carded yarns. We feel that in 
giving you the certification from the mill that we will further assure you of 
the fact that you are receiving combed yarn in the bunting as specified.” 

The Dettra Flag Company, Inc., enclosed with its bid a letter dated September 
9, 1939, from which the following is quoted : 

“EXPLANATION REGARDING ALTERNATE DBrp.—Your specifications call for flags 
to be made of materials wherein the yarns are combed yarns. We are bidding 
accordingly. We are also putting in an alternate bid for yarns made with our 
exclusive Tuff Text spinning. As an explanation to yon, and to cover the subject 
more fully, the Tuff Text yarns that we use in our bunting will be equal to 
Government specifications as to breaking strength, count of the yarn, weight of 
the fabrie, fastness of color, and flyability of the flag. We believe the Tuff 
Text yarn flag that we are bidding on will be an improvement over the combed 
yarn flag in the way of wearing quality because our tests show that our bunting 
has a greater tensile strength in the Grab Test method both in the warp and 
in the filling than the combed yarn material has and that is where we get our 
wenring quality." 

That the Valley Forge Sales Corporation understood that the specifleations 
called for *well-combed" material is clearly established by the enclosed memo- 
randum dated December 22, 1939, from the Chief, Procurement Division, Vet- 
erans' Administration, to Mr. Kidd, director of supplies, reading as follows: 

“Prior to the opening of Invitation No. X-21 for burial flags, Mr. Epperley, 
Washington representative of the Valley Forge Sales Corporation, visited my 
office and called attention to the fact that there was no provision in the invi- 
tation requiring a performance bond, and requested that an amendment be 
issued calling for flags made of well-carded cotton instead of well-combed cotton, 
as required by Federal Specification CCC-B-791a, covering bunting, cotton, 
mercerized, of which the flags were required to be made, as stated in the 
invitation. 

"Tt was pointed out to Mr. Epperley that the provision for performance bond was 
inadvertently omitted, and further, as regards the type of yarn from which the 
bunting was to be made, that this office could see no reason for amending the 
specification inasmuch as this was a requirement of the Federal specification,

On November 22, 1939, the Valley Forge Sales Corporation addressed a letter 
to the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs, from which the following is quoted :

"As has previously been stated, all bunting on this contract has been pur- 
chased and the way cleared nt our factory to give your contract clear running. 
We are offering to you the identical bunting which we have been furnishing to 
your Bureau on previous orders received and to various other departments of 
the Federal Government, this bunting baving been tested and approved by the 
Naval Inspectors and Bureau of Standards. In view of all the above, together 
with the fact that if new bunting has to be made, we will be obliged to shut down 
our factory, laying off over 50 of our employees, for a period of over two months, 
accordingly, we would like to offer you the following: 

"We offer you the same bunting as furnished on previous Federal Government 
contracts, meeting all Federal specification requirements except that the bunting 
will be well carded instead of combed, at a reduction of $1,163.90. * * » 

In 8 Comp. Gen. 649, 651, it is stated : 

“* * * This office has held in numerous decisions that the contract offered 
the. successful bidder must be the exact contract which was submitted to com- 
petition, and attention is invited to 8 Comp. Gen. 299, 300, wherein there was 
quoted an extract from an opinion dated October 13, 1928, of the Attorney 
General that no administrative officer has any power to grant any bidder any 
term materially advantageous to him which was not announced in the advertise- 
ment for bids and that ‘the contract entered into must be the contract offered to 
the * + bidder by advertisement. 

To permit the Valley Forge Sales Corporation to supply flags made of “well 
carded” material instead of “well combed” material would, it is believed, be 
doing a decided injustice to the other bidders. However, in 18 Comp. Gen. 114, 
116, it is stated : 

че * * Contracting officers may not legally modify existing Government 
contracts except іп the interest of the United States *.“ 

The Valley Forge Sales Corporation, as above noted, has offered to deduct 
the sum of $1,163.96, from the contract price which of course would be a material 
saving to the Government. Furthermore, flags purchased in the fnture will be 
made from “well carded” material. the same material which the Valley Forge 
Rales Corporation desires to furnish under the contract in question, as Federal

The Valley Forge Sales Corporation agreed, by the terms of its 
offer of September 9, 1939, to furnish to the United States a total of 
23,088 United States flags of specified dimensions, said flags to be 
made of cotton bunting which had been "thoroughly cleaned, well 
combed, evenly drawn, spun." This offer was accepted unequivocally 
on behalf of the United States on September 13, 1939, and as of that 
date there resulted a valid and binding contract. Since the contract 
as awarded clearly called for delivery of flags exactly as described 
in the specifications referred to in the invitation—including the re- 
quirement that they be made of *well combed" bunting—there is not 
involved in this case any question of offering a successful bidder a 
different contract than the one submitted to competition (8 Comp. 
Gen. 649, 651). Rather there is involved here the question of 
whether this contract for purchase of flags, once made, may be altered 
or modified by subsequent agreement of the parties so as to permit 
the substitution of bunting made from “carded” cotton for bunting 
made from “combed” cotton. 

It is, of course, well settled that mutual assent of the parties is 
indispensable to any modification of a contract. Utley v. Donaldson, 
94 U. S. 29, 47; Hawkins v. United States, 96 U. S. 689, 69%. Thus 
it is clear that the contractor in this case could not require the United 
States, without its consent, to accept flags made of *carded" material; 
on the contrary, the United States is entitled to insist upon delivery 
of supplies exactly as called for by the terms of the contract and if 
the contractor refuses to furnish them they may be secured elsewhere 
and any excess cost therefor charged against its account. 

Also, it is well settled that contracting officers may not legally 
modify existing Government contracts except in the interest of the 
United States. 18 Comp. Gen. 114, 116, and cases there cited, 

Situations may arise, however, after award of a contract, where 
it is in the publie interest to make certain reasonable changes or 
modifications in the terms of an agreement, Where such is the case, 
and the parties are able mutually to agree respecting the desired 
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changes, there is, generally speaking and within reasonable limita- 
tions, no objection to altering the original contract so as to incorpo- 
rate such changes within its terms. As stated by the Attorney 
General in an opinion dated August 13, 1895 (21 Op. Atty. Gen. 207, 
208) : 

It would be remarkable, indeed, in view of the diversity of subjects-matter 
and conditions under which publie contracts of the Government are made, that 
modifications to meet the infinite contingencies to which the limits of the human 
forecast and sagacity subject us could not, even by consent of the contracting 
parties, be made without rescinding and abrogating the entire contract. 


Certainly no such rule is known in the general law of contracts. 'The minds 
which agreed to form may in like manner agree to modify. 


See, also, United States v. Corliss Steam-Engine Company, 91 U. S. 
321. 

It is not to be understood from the above, however, that the parties 
to a contract may, by a modification agreement, transform an existing 
contract into an entirely new and different one. While the term 
“modify” means “to change somewhat the form or qualities of; to 
alter somewhat," the changes must not be such as to destroy identity. 
"The word implies no power to create or bring into existence, but 
only the power to change or vary in some particular an already 
created or legally existing thing." State v. Lawrence, 12 Ore. 297, 
quoted with approval in State v. T'ucker, 36 Ore. 291, 51 L. R. A. 
246, 250. See, also, 40 Corpus Juris 1487; Schneider v. United States, 
19 Ct. Cis. 547, 551. 

Nor is it to be understood that the contracting parties may employ 
a modification agreement so as unnecessarily to interfere with or de- 
feat the purposes of competitive bidding—as by waiting until after 
award to make material changes in the specifications, which changes 
were brought to attention and considered prior to award and, if they 

had been deemed necessary or desirable, could have just as con- 
veniently been made at that time and before competition was elim- 
inated. In the present case it was clearly made known to bidders 
that combed cotton was required. So far as the Valley Forge Sales 
Corporation is concerned, it is stated in your letter that prior to 
opening of the bids this firm requested that an amendment to the 
specifications be issued so as to permit bidders to furnish flags of 
well carded cotton instead of well combed cotton. No such change 
was made. Having received award of the contract this request for 
a change is now renewed. It cannot be successfully alleged that the 
change is one made necessary by conditions discovered after award. 
Neither is it a change to meet a contingency *to which the limits of 
the human forecast and sagacity subject us." Rather it is a change 
which the contractor unsuccessfully sought to have made before the 
contract was entered into and which it now, with competition elim- 
inated, again seeks to have made. While a change in the type of 
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material to be used in the performance of a Government contract, or 
a change in the method to be employed in processing material for 
use in such a contract, might in a proper case be the subject of a 
modification agreement, this does not appear to be such a case. Where 
contracting officials of the Government have been requested before 
award to make a material alteration in the specification requirements 
but upon consideration have refused or failed to do so, said officials 
may not after award has been made in accordance with the original 
specification requirements, and in the face of unchanged conditions, 
enter into a modification agreement with the contractor for the pur- 
pose of effecting the same change that they had previously refused or 
failed to make. See 13 Op. Atty. Gen. 510, 511; 17 Comp. Gen. 554, 
558. 

Furthermore, even if the making of the proposed modification 
agreement were otherwise unobjectionable it is not established by the 
present record that acceptance of the change as proposed by the con- 
tractor would be in the interest of the United States. The Dettra 
Flag Co., Inc., offered to furnish flags made of *combed" yarn for 
$3.03 each and, as an alternative offer, agreed to furnish flags repre- 
sented as just as good or better but which would be made of yarn 
not combed for $2.55 each—or approximately 15.84 percent less. It 
will be noted that the contractor's present offer to reduce its contract 
price by $1,163.96 on condition that it be permitted to furnish flags 
made from “carded” cotton represents only a 2-percent reduction in 
price. Thus while the Dettra Flag Co., Inc., offered a 15.84-percent 
reduction if permitted to furnish flags made from cotton not combed 
the contractor seeks practically the same privilege, with competition 
eliminated, at a 2-percent reduction. Also, it may be observed that if 
bids had been solicited on the basis of using carded cotton and the 
Collegeville Flag & Manufacturing Co. had, like its competitor, en- 
tered a bid 15.84 percent less than the one it entered for flags made 
from combed cotton, its bid would have been materially less than the 
contractors! present reduced price offer. Furthermore, it is entirely 
possible that if bids had been solicited for flags made from carded 
cotton a number of bids would have been submitted in addition to the 
three actually received. In this connection attention is invited to the 
statement contained in the brief of the contractors' attorney that 
“there are very few cotton mills in the United States which are 
equipped to comb fiber in the manufacture of cotton cloth." 

In view of the above, you are adyised that there is no legal author- 
ity for modifying the contract with the Vallev Forge Sales Corpora- 
tion so as to permit it to deliver flags made from “well carded” cotton 
at a reduction of $1,163.96 in its present contract price. However, if 
it is administratively determined that flags made from the less costly 
“carded” cotton will satisfactorily serve the needs of the United

The writer was born July 26, 1880. 
From the are of eleven until fifteen, I utilized summer 


vacations in raising truck and huckstering same (together with fruit 


brought from the neighbors) in our home town village. 


From fifteen to sixteen, I worked steadily at carpentering 
to earn funds to attend business school. I entered business school 


at sixteen - Schissler's College of Business, Norristown, Penna. = 


and graduated at seventeen. 


I then entered the employ of the Martin's Dyeing & Finish- 
ing Company in Philadelphia as stenographer and assistant bookkeeper. 
Remained in this position until I was twenty-one. 

While in the employ of Martin's Dyeing & Finishing Co. 
who were largex converters of cotton cloth, I acquired a very 
thorough knowledge (being their only stenographer) of not only 
processing but also trade requirements as to fastness of Modos 
colors for specific purposes. 

| During the Spanish-American War in 1898-99, this firm 
produced American Flags and covered the United States with agents 
for the distribution of same. It was the writer!s duty to have 
entire charge of these accounts. | 

Upon resigning in 1901, the writer opened a small shop 
With two sewing machines and plugged night and day for nearly three 
years without making any headway whatsoever - working all night and 
far into the other nights was a comuon practice. 

In 1906 tne sige of the shop had grown to about ten sewing 
machines and I received an order from Wm. Wrigley, Jr. Company of | 
Chicago for 90,000 pieces of 3 x 5 ft cotton flags, which required 
Sewed stripes and printed stars. By that time, I had accumulated | | 


yh 
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By 1917, the World War No. 1 had created a sufficient 
demand for flags for us to drop the toy business entirely and 
devote our entire efforts to the production of flags. 

Upon the declaration of Peace, the demand for flags again 
dropped to a very small volume, whereupon we looked around for some- 
thing else to make in our large plant. It was decided to make men's 
athletic underwear. However, not having had any previous experience 
in this, the writer hired himself in an underwear mill in Philadelphia 
for a few days as a machinist, so as to have the opportunity to 
look about and see what machines were used and the method of cutting. 
etc. Whereupon we bought machinery and equipped one whole floor, 
containing 15,000 square feet of floor space, and tne writer per- 
sonally seen.to the patterns, cutting and installation of machinery 
and sat down and taught each different operator how to make each 


part. By 1924 the underwear business was very poor, on account of 
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mosey te rode pork Ы and the demand for flags was ne 
Therefore, we disgontinued the underwear business about 
1925 and devoted our energies to developing the flag industry and 

for two or three years thereafter, the writer developed various 

types of holders for displaying flags on automobiles, such as the 
type that fit over the radiator cap, as well as on the bumper or 
bumper bracket and also a type that fit directly into radiators. 
During the following years, up until 1928, we did a very large volume 
of business on these items, running into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, turning out as many as eighty thousand smali flags - four 


by six inches in size - used for this purpose, per day. 
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At this time, it was necessary to enamel the small parts 
comprising these various brackets and the writer invented and built 
a dipping machine which very successfully did the work, without 
leaving a drip on the bottom of the parts when finished. 

About this time, the writer also developed a holder for 
holding a vertical flag pole in lawns which is used very largely 
to this day and which has been copied by our competitors. 

Directly after the depression of 1929, the flag business 
again dropped to a very small volume, whereupon, after due investi- 
gation and what we considered van proper advice, we build a ladies! 
full fashioned hosiery mill and installed twelve 24-section 45-gauge 
full fashioned hosiery machines. Consequently, the writer devoted 


his entire time (until they were sold in 1939) to this business, 


simply serving the flag business in an advisory capacity. 
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In the latter part of 1911, the writer developed a new 
type of bunting for the manufacture of flags, made entirely of 
cotton. The yarns of which were spun and woven in a scientific 
manner to give maximum wear in severe storms. Ky knowledge of tne 
dye business enabled me to use such dyes that were more durable to 
exposure than the dyes found in wool bunting, which was tne only 
bunting used by the United States Government for flags, up to this 
time. Wool was also used by the better homes and business houses 
and public buildings. 

By using proper advertising among the trade, this cotton 
flag which was named "BULL DOG" cotton bunting flag, became very 
popular throughout the country and was adopted by our own Govern- 
ment at Washington as a standard for their own flags, replacing 
wool bunting. 

At first, my competitors scoffed at the idea of this flag 
ever becoming popular but after they observed that our own Govern- 
ment, together with large cities throughout the Nation and with large 
school boards, one after the other adopted our "BULL DOG" bunting as 
their standard, for outside flags then they woke up and imitated 
my bunting, but in many cases using an inferior article. 

As years passed on, various departments of our Government 
who had previously been wedded to the thought of using only wool 
bunting in the making of flags were won over by comparative tests, 
to the use of our BULL DOG Wang flags, and what is more, they 
have adopted the use of this bunting in their own flag manufacturing 
Plants, using millions of yards annually for this purpose. This 


inovation of mine has saved our Government millions of dollars since 


its adoption in 1913. 
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Being of an inventive turn of mind, I have instituted 
short cuts or easy methods in dis various operations, throughout 
the entire mill and early in my career, I adopted a method of 
preparing the canvas bindings for the flags, prior to assembling, 
which has been copied by our competitors and which hes saved 
thousands and thousands of dollars annually in the business, over 


the old method used by practically every flag manufacturer prior 


to this method that I adopted. 


All of the patents that were secured by the writer for 
toys and other items in our business were assigned to the use of 


our Company and I receive no royalties whatsoever. 
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Hours put in at the Mill. My main interest in the business 
has been confined to production although up until 1913, I did all of 
the buying and most of the selling, as well as managing the mill. My 
hours have been long for years back and living but thé distance of a 
square from the mill, made it very tempting to return in the evenings 
and supervise repairs and arrange things so that the maximum production 
could be arrived at when the employees came in tne following morning. 
This also speaks for Saturdays and for the last two years, I have 
hardiy had a Saturday afternoon to my name. 

It is true I could have stayed away but my interest was in 
being as patriotic as possible and producing the maximum number of 


flags that this plant could produce, with the equipment and employees 


available. 
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When we entered the ladies! Full fashioned hosiery 
business in 1930, the writer knew nothing whatsoever of the 
business. However, by reading hard and visiting a lot of Xm 
other similar mills and working hard and late, I soon grasped 
sufficient fundamentals and direct knowledge of knitting and 
finishing to successfully operate the mill. But this all meant 
long hours and very close application, with plenty of stress on 
the long hours, for we worked double shift and it was not 


uncommon to be at the mill every evening of the week until late. 


Page 1 - Paragraph 5. 

While in the empläy of Martin's Dyeing & Finishing Co. 
the writer took dictation daily from Mr. William L. Martin who 
was the head of the concern and who had a thorough knowledge of 
the dyeing, printing and finishing business. It was my duty not 
only to take dictation from him which exposed to me his knowledge 
of the business but also sent me throughout the mill to the 
various foremen to discuss with them the current affairs of the 
business pertaining to dyes, finishes, etc. 

This schooling I value very highly for I could not have 
obtained better first hand information, had I gone to a textile 
school. The fact of the matter is, I attribute my success in the 
flag business to the knowledge gained with the Martin Company. 
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Page 1 Paragraph 5 
It is beyond any doubt, this information that I acquired, together 


with my personal determination to give the trade the very best dyes 
possible which, after all, is the secret of success in the flag 
industry, from the fact that flags take a terrible beating by 
being exposed in all kinds of weather. The writer has observed 
some of his competitors that were lacking this knowledge, who 
started in business trying to imitate me - some have failed 
entirely and are not in business at all while another concern, 
which is a strong price competitor, does not have the high grade 
flags that we make and is not and cannot serve the high grade 
trade throughout the country such as we have the privilege of 
serving. We servé the best department stores in the largest 
cities of the United States, such as John Wanamaker in New York 
and Philadelphia, whom we have been бөзіне for more than 25 years, 
Gimbel Bros., Strawbridge & Clotheir, J. L. Hudson of Detroit, 


Bullock's of Los Angeles, Famous & Barr of St. Louis, etc. etc. 


Paragraph 7. 

The reason the writer made no particular headway during 
this period was from the fact that the trade told me, as I called 
on them, that they were buying flags from our competitors for a 
long time and did not care to change. But this all changed in the 
next six to eight years, after the adoption by me of my BULL D0G 
bunting flag, as referred to in subsequent paragraphs.

Paragraph 8. 
To look back on this experience of borrowing $16,000 from 


the Phoenixville Bànk to execute the Wrigley order, it almost Seems 
like a fairy tale. But I laid all my cards on the table and gave 
them the complete story, showed them the order, showed them my 
costs and what my expected profit was, and how I felt that with 

a lot of hard work, I could fill the order in time. This, by the 
way, involved sending flags over the neighborhood, to homes, by 

my father who was a carpenter, in his Dearborn Wagon to have the 
bands stitched on them. At first, the grant by the Bank was some- 
thing like $9,000 to $10,000; but by the time the first snipment 
of flags was completed and arrived in Bii onus, Wrigley increased 
his order and I was obliged to go back again to the Bank and show 
them the additional order, and explain that pay-day was two days 
off. I remember, Mr. Brower the president of the Bank at that 
time, stated to me that I could not make bankers of my employees; 
that he thought the bank would come to my resuue and advance 
additional funds to cover the payroll, together with sufficient 
to cover materials which of course had to be bought for cash. 
Inasmuch as I had made a substantial shipment and expected my 
first check within ten days or so, the Bank Board considered this 
further application and advanced the funds to a total of something 
over $16,000. I am glad to say that a $9,000 check from Wrigley 
arrived in due time and I proudly handed it through the window and 
reduced my obligation with them. | 


John С. Dettras original letter to the board 


In 1940, I developed and made a machine for cutting 
small flags apart, whereby it could be done more accurately 
than by the hand shear method and more rapidly. One girl is 
able to produce twice the production she formerly could with 
hand shears and the work is iore uniform. There were two 
machines - one to operate by foot power for silk flags and one 
that operates by motor, with automatic clutch, for cotton flags. 
In 1925, I rigged up a set of automatic: hemming machines 
whereby one operator can comfortably take care of three machines 
and cut the labor cost in thirds. This is the hemming on a cheap 
flag wherein competition is keen and costs must be kept down to 
a minimum. Two years ago, I improved on this method whereby the 
production is still increased by means of certain gadgets that 
I have devised and attached to the machines. This latest improve- 
ment has inereased the former production on the automatic machines 
by 33$ and is borne out by the piece work rate which the girl 
recieves, which gives her a better return than before these 


attachments were applied and paying the higher rate. 


The attitude that seems to be possessed by the Board mix 
eriticizing the writer is a direct challenge to me to let down my 
earnest zeal to produce the maximum in our plant; take it easy; 
work forty hours a week like 90% of our employees and x forget 
the knotty problems which would cut down revenue both for the 
firm as well as for our Government. It is the big question in the 
writer!s mind what constitutes patriotism - I thought I was patriotic 
in doing my duty as outlined above but if I am mistaken, I want to 
know it pretty quick and I sure will take it easy.

A specially designed automatic machine, motor driven, for cutting 
three thickness of small cotton flags at one time, prior to 
hemming. Machine operates by foot release. This machine does 
the work of three persons by the old method of using hand shears, 
the method used by our competitors today. 1941. 


Special attachment and gadgets applying to a sewing machine, 

whereby one operator in attaching canvas bands to flags can accomplish 
the work of two by the old method, reférred to in No. 1.

Since the war, automobile flag holder parts can no longer be 
nickel plated. I designed and built a dinping equipment for these 
parts, using a certain grade of weather proof enamel.

An apparatus for the quick operation of spraying certain edges of 
Cotton flag stripes before sewing, this reduces labor of trimuing 
loose threads after flags are finished.

That's 
the story ot oll flag factories, and these pictures taken at one of the smaller ones, the Dettra 
Flagg Company at Oaks, Ро, illustrate the boom times. 
In the picture above, flags are piled high in one of the main sewing rooms as they move 
from the sewing machine stitching to the hand job of attaching o fringe to the small silk flags. 


Mary Jone Patterson, one of the factory's 250 employes 
operates a hemming machine that hems, not one flog ot a 
time, but several hundred of them in o continuous ribbon.

JOHN CLEVENSTINE DETTRA—How 
important industries from small beginnings develop 
is well illustrated by the Dettra Flag Company, 
Inc. Upon arriving at his majority, John Cleven- 
stine Dettra, a native and lifelong resident of Oaks, 
Pennsylvania, started to make flags. This was in 
1901 and the corporation which now bears his 
name and of which he is the head, is one of the 
largest concerns of its kind in the United States. 
Like most enterprises, not of a speculative nature, 
this one, in building the wealth of the founder and 
leading figure, also has contributed greatly to the 
prosperity and welfare of the region and its citizens 
where it has been located and functioned success- 
fully for more than four decades. 

As already mentioned, Mr. Dettra was born at 
Oaks, the date being July 26, 1880. His father, 
also a native of Oaks, born July 4, 1840, lived 
to the year 1918. He was a carpenter by trade, 
veteran member of the “Wetherill Blues" in the 
War Between the States, and was the first post- 
master of Oaks. Grandfather Abram Boaz and 
his wife, Sarah Boaz, were pioneer settlers of the 
Oaks section of Pennsylvania. The mother, Annie 
(Rowland) Dettra was born at Monroe, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1844 and died in October, 1924. 

John Clevenstine Dettra, with whom this record 
is primarily concerned, was educated in the grade 
and high schools of Oaks, and the Schissler Busi- 
ness College, of Norristown, class of 1896. After 
being variously employed for several years, he 
celebrated the year of becoming of age by inaugur- 
ating a flag manufacturing business in Oaks. Per- 
sonal thrift had given him some capital, and an 
excellent reputation secured further backing. From 
1901 to 1913 he was sole owner of the business, 
but in the latter year the concern was incorporated 
as the Dettra Flag Company, Inc., of which he 
has since been president and an outstanding leader 
in its growth and reputation. All kinds of flags 
and similar articles are manufactured on a large 
scale, its products, before the Second World War, 
being distributed to many parts of the globe. On 
the average some two hundred people are em- 
ployed, a number that no doubt will be increased 
in present times if increased labor can be secured. 

Mr. Dettra is a member of the board of directors 
of the Farmers & Mechanics National Bank, of 
Phoenixville, Pennsylvania. He was president of 
the Rotary Club in 1941, a member of the Phoe- 
nixville Chamber of Commerce, and of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Montgomery County. He 
plays golf, is active in civic affairs, and his reli- 
gious affiliations are with Calvary Baptist Church 
of Norristown. 

At Audubon, Pennsylvania, on November 27, 
1907, John Clevenstine Dettra married Maria L. 
Ulmer, born here, daughter of William H. Ulmer. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dettra are the parents of two chil- 
dren: 1. Howard C., born at Oaks, September 27, 
199; married Annette Rossiter, and they have 
a son, Lee Steven, born July 14, 1940. 2. Mildred 
C., also born at Oaks on December 7, 1910, who 
married Paul Jefferis and they have one son, Ken- 
neth Jefferis, born September 10, 1938.

Mr John C. Dettra, head of the 
Dettra Flag Company at Oaks, was 
the guest speaker at the regular 
meeting of the Collegeville Lions 
Club on Tuesday evening at the 
Lamb Hotel, Trappe.

On June 23, 1948, an information con- 
taining eight counts was filed against the 
defendants for violating Section 76e of 
Title 18 U.S. C. A. by manufacturing and 
‚selling banners and drapes on which were 
reproduced the insignia and emblem of The 
American Legion and by circulating and 
distributing a catalogue bearing a colorable 
imitation of a reproduction of such insig- 
nia and emblem without authorization from 
the Legion. The case is now before me on 
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the defendants' motion to dismiss the in- 
formation on the grounds that this statute 
is an unconstitutional delegation of legis- 
lative powers by Congress, and that the 
information is defective and invalid for 
indefiniteness. 


Section 76e of Title 18 U.S. C. A. (now 
18 LI. S. C. A. 8 705, wherein the wording 
has been slightly rephrased) provides: 
"That the manufacture, sale or purchase 
for resale, either separately or appended 
to, or to be appended to, or the reproduc- 
tion of any article of merchandise manu- 
factured or sold, of the badge, medal, em- 
blem, or other insignia or any colorahle im- 
itation thereof, or the reproduction there- 
of for commercial purposes, of any vet- 
erans’ organization incorporated by Act af 
Congress, or the printing, litkographing, 
engraving or other like reproduction on 
any poster, circular, periodical, magazine, 
newspaper, or other publication, or the cir- 
culation or distribution of any such printed 
matter Gearing a reproduction of such 
badge, medal, emblem, or other insignia or 
any colorable imitation thereof, of any 
such veterans’ organization, is prohibited 
except when authorized under such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by 
such organization so incorporated. Any 
person who knowingly offends against any 
provision of this Act shall on conviction 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $250 or 
by imprisonment not exceediug six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment." 


Bl The retention of legislative power 
in Congress has been zealously guarded 
hy the courts; delegation of ministerial 
duties, however, has had long recognition 
in our democratic form of government. 
This delegation was first effectnated in The 
Brig Aurora, Z Cranch 382, 3 L.Ed. 378, 
in 1813, and was specifically enunciated by 
Chief justice Marshall in Wayman v. 
Southard, 1825, 10 Wheat. 1, 5 L.Ed. 253, 
when he acknowledged that Congress may 
delegate to others the power "to fill up the 
details", 10 Wheat. page 43. As our nation 
expanded and our economy became more 
complex, the problem of legislating for 
our needs became equally more intricate. 
Of necessity, more and more ministerial

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duties were delegated to others. The ех- 
pansion of governmental functions during 
the past two decades by means of adminis- 
trative agencies has been accomplished to 
a large extent by utilizing this principle. 


Beginning with Field v. Clark, 
143 U.. 649, 12 S.Ct. 495, 36 L.Ed. 294, 
fhrough to the present, the general legal 
dogmas which control delegation of minis- 
terial duties have been evolved. Congress 
must establish definite standards to be fol- 
lowed and policies ta be effectuated, and 
in criminal statutes they must айх the 
penalty for violation thereof. Within these 
standards the administrator may exercise 
his discretion in the application and en- 
forcement of the statute in order to carry 
out its purpose. Congress may not delegate 
nor may an administrator usurp the legisla- 
tive function, Intelligent principles and 
definite standards must be stated to guide, 
control, and limit the execution of the 
statute; they cannot be left to the ad- 
ministrator’s discretioni 


It is often hard to distinguish the line 
separating the power to make law from 
the authority or discretion as to its execu- 
tion, Mutual Film Corp. v. Industrial 
Comm, of Ohio, 236 17.5, 230, 245, 35 S.Ct. 
387, 59 L.Ed. 552, Ann.Cas.1916C, 296; 
United States v. Grimaud, supra 220 U.S. 
at page 517, 31 S.Ct, at page 493. One 
of the problems here involved requires me 
to determine, in accordance with the fore- 
going principles, on which side of the line 
this statute falls, 


The standards imposed by this statute 
are sufficiently definite and fixed to enable 
anyone of average intelligence to know 
what the statute means. We are living iu 
& highly integrated economy based on the 


production and distribution of goods, so 
that every опе has some knowledge of 
what is meant by the terms "manufacture", 
"sale or purchase for resale", "colorable 
imitation", "printing", and "circulation or 
distribution of any such printed matter", 
Certainly, any person engaged in such pur- 
suits would know what these terms meant. 
If Congress had merely prohibited such ac- 
tion, rather than prohibiting it unless au- 
thorized by another, no one would think 
of asking "What is prohibited?" The 
standards which the administrator must 
apply are definite. 

The policy or purpose of this statute is 
likewise clear. Congress is attempting to 
protect the veterans’ organizations and 
the public. The various veterans’ organ- 
izations are incorporated by separate fed- 
eral statutes, see 36 U. S. C. A. Each stat- 
ute provides that each organization may 
adopt its own emblems, badges, pins and 
other insignia. The American Legion, 
and presumably each organization, has pat- 
ented or copyrighted its insignia. Thus all 
rights in this insignia belong initially to. 
the organization concerned. These organ- 
izations are national in scope and were 
formed to commemorate the service and 
sacrifice of some of our citizenry. As long 
as the frailties of human nature exist there 
will always be some outsiders unfortunately 
who crave and want, but do not deserve, 
the rights, privileges and honors that go 
with membership in such organizations. Jt 
ig proper that Congress should seek to 
protect the public from frauds perpetrated 
by impostors, and also to protect the inter- 
est of these organizations in self identifi- 
cation, The committee reports in Congress. 
state that the purpose of the Act is ta pro- 
tect these organizations and the public

from the unauthorized use of their insignia, 
that patent infringement suits have been in- 
effective, and that the national scope of 
the organizations and iniricacies of inter- 
state commerce require national rather 
than state legislation. Judiciary Committee 
Report No. 1147 accompanying Н.Е. 5982, 
76th Cong., Ist Sess. 1; Hearings before 
Judiciary Sub-Committee on Н.К, 5982, 
76th Cong, Ist Sess. 2, 4. One of the 
easiest ways this purpose can be effec- 
tuated is by controlling the source. Such a 
policy or purpose is apparent from the 
wording of the statute. 


Bl In controlling the source of this 
evil Congress cannot be expected to regu- 
late such reproduction in detail. Various 
concerns or individuals may enter and 
leave the fields encompassing the different 
methods of reproducing the insignia; their 
products may be of good or bad quality, 
and the quality may vary from time to 
time; the various organizations may alter 
or chauge their insignia, or bring out new 
insignia, It would be unreasonable to ex- 
pect Congress to be a continuous fact find- 
ing body of such myriad details which 
might change overnight. Allowing an ad- 
ministrator to regulate these details within 
established standards is reasonable under 
the circumstances, Yakus v. United States, 
supra; United States v. Grimaud, supra; 
Field v. Clark, supra. 


ШЕН Defendants contend that these rules 
and regulations of The American Legion 
cannot be arbitrary and unreasonable. I 
agree. They must conform to the standards 
and policies established by Congress; they 
cannot go beyond the scope of the minister- 
jal duties delegated to them. Such would 
be au attempt to legislate, and would be 
void. In re Mellea, D.C., 5 Е.24 687. The 
rules and regulations which are within the 
scope of the statute must be fair and rea- 
sonable. Rules which are arbitrary and 
unreasonable would violate due process, as 
would am arbitrary and unreasonable stat- 
ite, Whaley v. State, 168 Ala. 152, 52 So. 
941, 30 I. R. A., N. S., 499; cf. In re Mellea, 
supra. No rules or regulations have been 
called to my attention, and this problem is 
therefore not before me. 
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The defendants allege further that the 
rules and regulations of a private corpor- 
ation have been invested with ihe dignity 
of a penal statute. 


A penal statute must explicitly 
establish the elements of the crime which it 
creates, for a person cannot be left to spec- 
ulate whether or not his conduct is criminal. 
Any statute which by its vagueness makes a 
man of ordinary intelligence guess as to its 
meaning violates due process of law. Lan- 
теа v. State of New Jersey, 306 U.S. 451, 
59 S.Ct. 618, 83 L. Ed. 888; Connally v. 
General Construction Co., 269 U.S. 385, 46 
S.Ct, 126, 70 L.Ed. 322, If the statute is 
sufficiently clear so that the elements of the 
crime are definite with reasonable certainty, 
and if the penalty is fixed by the statute, 
as in the statute before me, then violation 
of rules and regulations is made a crime 
not by the administrator but by Congress. 


The situation in the Grimaud case, supra, 
seems very analogous to this phase of this 
case, The Forest Reserve Act of 1891 and 
amendments thereto had established defi- 
nite standards and policies to be effectuated 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. This offi- 
cial was authorized to “* Ж * make 
such rules and regulations and establish 
such service as will insure the objects of 
such reservations, namely, to regulate their 
occupancy and use and to preserve the 
forest thereon from destruction; and any 
violation of the provisions of * * * 
such rules and regulations shall be punished 
as is provided for in * * * [Rev Stat. 
8 5388, 18 U.5.C,A. 8 1853]”, 30 Stat, 35. 


When а statute has already established 
definite standards and policies to be effectu- 
ated, & statement explaining what the rules 
shall regulate is surplusage. Thus, the 
elaborateness of the above section of the 
Forest Reserve Act should not distinguish 
it from the statute currently before me. 


In upholding the constitutionality of this 
part of the Forest Reserve Act, Mr. Jus- 
tice Lamar, speaking for the court, said: 
“But the authority to make administrative 
rules is not a delegation of legislative 
power, nor are such rnles raised from an 
administrative to a legislative character be- 
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cause the violation thereof is punishable as 
a public offense.” 220 17.5. page 521, 31 S. 
Ct. page 484, 55 L.Ed. 563. "A violation of 
reasonable rules regulating the use and oc- 
cupancy of the property is made a crime, 
not by the Secretary, but by Congress, The 
statute, not the Secretary, fixes the penal- 
ty." 220 U.S. page 522, 31 S.Ct. page 485. 
“The offense is not against the Secretary, 
but, as the indictment properly concludes, 
'contrary to the laws of the United States 
and the peace and dignity thereof." 220 
U.5. page 523, 31 S.Ct. page 485. 

Even though the Forest Reserve Act in- 
volved a delegation of administrative au- 
thority to a public official, and this statute 
involves a delegation to a private corpora- 
tion, the foregoing statements by Mr. Jus- 
tice Lamar appear equally applicable to 
the instant case. This difference to whom 
the delegation of authority is made, for rea- 
sons indicated later in this opinion, does 
not change the result in this instance. 


The case of Carter v. Carter Coal Co., 
298 U.S. 238, 311, 56 S.Ct. 855, 80 LEd. 
1160, is the only Supreme Court opinion 
called to my attention which discussed a 
delegation of federal authority to private 
individuals. - The Labor Relations section 
of the Bituminous Coal Conservation Act 
of 1935, 15 U.S. C. A. 8 809(р), delegated 
the power to fix the minimum hours of 
labor jointly to the producers of more than 
two-thirds of the annual tonnage of coal 
in а district and to a majority of the miners 
in a district. This section was held to be 
an unconstitutional delegation of power to 
private individuals. The court reasoned 
that this was giving the majority the power 
to regulate the affairs of an unwilling 
minority whose interests may be, and often 
are, adverse to those of the majority. 

In St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway Co. v. Taylor, 210 U.S. 281, 287, 
28 S.Ct. 616, 52 L. Ed. 1061, the Supreme 
Court summarily dismissed the contention 
that a delegation of authority to the Amer- 
ican Railway Association to determine the 
standard height of draw bars for freight 
cars was unconstitutional. The question of 
such a delegation to a private association 
was not mentioned. 


In Southern Рас, Co, v. United States, 
171 F. 360, the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals held constitutional a statute which 
permitted the owner or custodian of stock 
Shipped or in transit to extend the length 
of time animals might be confined in cars 
under his control fram 28 to 36 hours, The 
court said: “* * * the law does not 
give him authority to make that unlawful 
which otherwise would be lawful", and then 
briefly discussed delegation of adıninistra- 
tive duties to others. 171 F. page 362. 

Although the question immediately be- 
fore me may not have been presented to 
the Court in the St. Louis and Southern 
Pac. cases, these decisions indicate that a 
delegation of ministerial duties to private 
individuals, corporations, or associations 
may be permissible under the federal con- 
stitution, See also United States v. Rock 
Royal Co-Operative, Inc., supra, 307 U.S. 
at 577, 59 S.Ct. page 1014, 83 L. Ed. 1446. 
The Carter Coal Co, decision seems to be 
based on the discriminatory features o£ that 
statute rather than prohibiting any delcga- 
tion of authority to private groups. Most 
Of the cases, however, which have directly 
decided the constitutionality of such dele- 
gations have arisen under state laws. 


There is apparent confusion between, 
State courts regarding the extent to which 
anthority may be so delegated, Compare 
Booth v. State, 179 Ind. 405, 100 N.E, 563, 
L.R.A.1915B, 420, Ann.Cas.1915D, 987, af- 
firmed 237 TES. 391, 35 S.Ct. 617, 59 L.Ed. 
1011, with Commonwealth v. Beaver Dam 
Coal Co., 194 Ky. 34, 237 S.W. 1086, 7 
АЛАР. 920. Some of this confusion may be 
caused in part by the different phraseology 
used or the different interpretation given to. 
the variotis state constitutions, Hays v. 
City of Poplar Bluff, 263 Mo. 516, 173 S.W.. 
676, L.R.A.1915D, 595; see Commonwealth 
v. Beaver Dam Coal Co., supra, 237 S. W. 
at page 1089. Some may be caused by the 
blanket refusal to delegate legislative au- 
thority of any kind to private individuals..

in some instances some courts say that 
no delegation of legislative power exists but 
that the statute is complete in itself, merely 
awaiting a future contingency before it is 
invoked and that consent of private in- 
dividuals determines only the existence of 
this contingency. Particularly is this rea- 
soning prevalent in zoning ordinances 
where certain uses of realty are dependent 
npon consent of adjoining land owners®, 
There is no difference, it seems to me, in 
effect between those statutes which prohihit 
unless consent is obtained and those which 
permit if consent is obtained. Both dele- 
gate some authority to private individuals. 

Administrative duties were first delegated

Careful analysis of the state decisions, 
however, has led me to conclude that ín 
many jurisdictions administrative duties 
may be so delegated, but that such delega- 
tion will be stringently construed. Many 
allow delegation of administrative duties 
to private individuals or corporations when 
the delegation is under the police power of 
the state to regulate for the health, safety 
and welfare of the public?. Those statutes 
which were declared unconstitutional were 
invalid not necessarily because they in- 
volved delegations to private groups, but 
because they failed to establish definite 
standards to be followed*, because the pen-

ute permitted arbitrary discrimination 
among interested parties®, 

In my opinion this statute prohibiting 
the reproduction of veterans organizations 
insignia is constitutional The delegation 
of administrative duties is valid in this in- 
stance, As I have indicated above, the 
standards to be foilowed and the policies 
to be effectuated are definite and ascertain- 
able. The Penalty for violating any of 
The American Legion’s rules and regula- 
tions is fixed by the statute. 

. In effect, this statute has made infringe- 
ment of The American Legion's patents a 
crime. Since their insignia is patented, 
all rights therein are the property of The 
American Legion. Unless the defendants 
get authorization to reproduce this insignia, 
usually by some form of lease or assign- 
ment of the patent, they have no property 
rights in the insignia. 

Since the defendants have no interest in 
The American Legion's insignia without 
authorization, I find it hard to see how this 
statute is unconstitutionally discriminatory. 
Surely, there is no opportunity in this in- 
stance for a majority to force their will 
upon an unwilling minority, nor can the 
defendants have interests adverse to those 
of The American Legion in the subject 
matter. Carter v. Carter Coal Co., supra. 

To a limited degree the statute does 
allow the American Legion to discriminate 
between various reproducers, but only to 
the extent that any owner of a patent can 
discriminate between different possible as- 
signees. As I indicated above, Congress 
cannot be expected to keep up to date on 
the relative abilities of different reproduc- 
ers. To my mind, this type of discrimina- 
tion among disinterested parties is not un- 
constitutional. The patent laws are not 


unconstitutional because they allow dis- 
crimination to this extent, nor should this 
statute fall for this reason, If The Ameri- 
can Legion does not promulgate any rules 
and regulations, then any reproduction of 
their insignia violates this law. Such rea- 
sonable rules and regulations which are 
enacted only make lawful that which was 
previously unlawful. 


I realize that private citizens desiring to 
ascertain if their acts are criminal viola- 
tions of the laws of the United States, 
should not be required to look further than 
the statutes enacted by ‘Congress or, per- 
haps, in the Federal Register in some cases 
where there has been a delegation of minis- 
terial duties to governmental agencies. I 
zlso realize that The American Legion's 
rules and regulations probably are not 
published in any official publication. 


In the instant case, nevertheless, the de- 
fendants need look only to the statute in 
question. As far as the record discloses, 
The American Legion did not promulgate 
any rules and regulations, and if the de- 
fendants were not authorized by The 
Legion to reproduce their insignia, then, as. 
stated ahove, any reproduction of the in- 
signia violates this law, and the defendants. 
can be fully apprised of the law from the 
statute books. 


The defendants rely on the case of 
State v. Holland, 37 Mont. 393, 96 P. 719. 
Here, a penal statute which prohibited the 
wilful wearing or use of the insignia of 
certain named societies unless so entitled 
under the by-laws to wear that insignis, 
was declared unconstitutional. While this 
decisicn is not controlling, I think the rea- 
soning of that court is sufficient to distin- 
guish that case from this one. Under the 
Montana statute, the guilt or innocence of 
an individual was dependent upon the con- 
stitution, by-laws, rules and regulations of

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societies, some of which were secret. Thus, 
& conviction might result from rules of 
which the individual could obtain no knowi- 
edge. 

The court in the Holland case also felt 
that the standards to be applied were not 
sufficiently established because the insignia 
might be changed in secret meeting of the 
society. To my mind, the standard is not 
what the insignia is, but what is to be done 
with the insignia. But accepting that 
rationale as correct, the result in this case 
is not thereby changed. The American 
Legion's insignia is so established and well 
known that the standard can be considered 
to be fixed and definite. Even if The 
‚American Legion should change their in- 
signia, the secret factor is not present in 
this instance. 


The defendants also urge that the in- 
formation is defective in that it does not 
show what regulations of the American 
Legion were violated by the defendants, 


Each one of the eight counts in the 
information ends with some form of the 
phrase “which reproduction was not au- 
‘thorized by the rules and regulations as 
were prescribed by the aforesaid The 
American Legion." These words do not 
mean that the defendants violated some 
regulation which otherwise authorized them 
to reproduce the insignia. If the crime as 
charged in this indictment merely pertained 
to the manner of reproduction, I might be 
inclined to agree with the defendants’ argu- 
ment, Bui this is a situation where the 
statute is complete in itself. These words 
mean to me that no regulation was passed 
by The American Legion which authorized 
the defendants in any way to reproduce 
the insignia which they are charged with 
reproducing. To accept the defendants 
argument would prevent them from ever 
being prosecuted, for it is impossible to 
cite a non-existent rule or regulation. Of 
course, if the defendants were authorized 
to reproduce The American Legion in- 
signia, that can be raised as a matter of 
defense in the trial of this case. 

The defendants’ motion to dismiss the 
information is denied.

PROTECTION OF EMBLEM 


We now are happy to report that both a criminal prosecution and a 
civil suit against the Dettra Flag Manufacturing Company of Oaks, Penn- 
sylvania, have been completely settled, and to our entire satisfaction. 
Since the meeting of your Committee in May, a civil suit, charging viola- 
tions of the manufacture and sale of the patented Emblem of The Ameri- 
can Legion was filed against the Dettra Flag Manufacturing Company, in 
the United States District Court for the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, 
at Philadelphia. The criminal prosecution, entitled United States versus 
Dettra Flag Manufacturing Company, was set for trial for September 18, 
1950. On September 13, 1950, National Judge Advocate Ralph Gregg, with 
a member of the Emblem Committee, met with counsel for the Dettra 
Flag and Manufacturing Company, in Philadelphia. As a result thereof, 
a permanent injunction was entered on September 15, 1950, in the United 
States District Court against the Dettra Flag Manufacturing Company, 
and thereafter the criminal prosecution was dismissed by the United 
States District Attorney on the representation that the ends of justice 
had been fully met by the permanent injunction in the civil proceeding, 
and there would be no purpose attained by the further prosecution of 
the criminal proceeding. The decision of the United States District Court 
rendered in August, 1949, contained in Volume 86, Federal Supplement, 
Page 84, sustaining the legality and constitutionality of the Federal law 
protecting the emblem and insignia of those veterans organizations char- 
tered by the Congress of the United States, clearly sets forth the legal 
rights. 

There is no question in our minds that this far-reaching and affirma- 
tive decision will act as a great deterrent against unscrupulous manufac- 
turers and dealers in merchandising bearing thereon the insignia of the 
Legion as well also the insignia of our Auxiliary and Sons of The Ameri- 
can Legion. The law has been settled, the procedure has been estab- 
lished, and the National Judge Advocate is ready to act in future cases. 

Here we desire to emphatically and firmly point out to your committee, 
that since July we have not had an investigator in the field, to further 
police the illegal and unlawful use of the insignia of the Legion, Auxil- 
iary and Sons of The American Legion. There may not now be need for 
a full-time employee to engage in this type of work, but we desire here 
to record that funds must be kept available for the use of the Emblem 
Committee and the National Judge Advocate for special employment in 
such cases to curb any future violations.

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FLAG DAY—PRESERVATION OF THE 
FLAG OF LIBERATION 


Mr. COTTON. Mr. President, on this 
Flag Day, the 180th anniversary of the 
Stars and Stripes, I introduce, for ap- 
propriate reference, on behalf of myself, 
the Senator from Pennsylvania [Mr. 
MARTIN], and the Senator from Alabama 
[Mr. HILL], a joint resolution to pro- 
vide for the proper display and pres- 
ervation of the United States flag, which 
is known as the flag of liberation. 

I ask unanimous consent that the joint 
resolution may remain at the desk until 
the close of business on Monday, June 
17, so that other Senators may have an 
opportunity to join in sponsoring it. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The joint 
resolution will be received and appro- 
priately referred; and, without objec- 
tion, it will lie on the desk, as requested 
by the Senator from New Hampshire. 

The joint resolution (S. J. Res. 103) to 
provide for the permanent preservation 
and proper display of the flag of libera- 
tion, introduced by Mr. Cotton (for him- 
self, Mr. Martin of Pennsylvania, and 
Mr. HiLL), was received, read twice by 
its title, and referred to the Committee 
on Rules and Administration. 

Mr. COTTON. Mr. President, the 
original flag of liberation was the flag 
which was flying over this Capitol at the 
time of the bombing of Pearl Harbor, 
December 7, 1941. 

The flag also flew over the United 
States Capitol at the time war was de- 
clared against Japan, December 8, 1941, 
and again when war was declared 
against Germany and Italy on December 
11, 1941. . 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt turned 
the fiag over to the Army of the United 
States, and issued orders that it should 
be raised in every country which had 
been overrun by the enemy, when that 
country was liberated. It was his an- 
nounced plan that this flag, which he 
named the "Flag of Liberation," should 
be brought back and fiown over the Capi- 
tol in the hour of victory. 

President Roosevelt himself became a 
casualty of the war, and his successor, 
President Harry Truman, continued 
faithfully to carry out the expressed 
wishes of the former Executive. 
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The flag was displayed. It was flown 
over Rome, Italy, July 4, 1944. It was 
flown over Germany at Potsdam on July 
20, 1945, at ceremonies attended by Pres- 
ident Truman. It was carried through 
the islands of the Pacific. It was dis- 
played in Japan, and it flew over the 
battleship Missouri during the cere- 
monies attendant upon the surrender of 
the Japanese on September 1, 1945. It 
was brought back to this country and 
presented by the United States Army, as 
& part of an Army Day ceremony, to the 
Congress of the United States. 'The ac- 
ceptance was made by the Speaker of 
the House and by the late Senator Van- 
denberg on behalf of the Senate, on April 
6, 1948. 

This flag is in the possession of the 
Architect of the Capitol My resolution 
provides that the flag shall be deposited 
in the Archives, and the Archivist of the 
United States shall be authorized and 
instructed to see that it is permanently 
preserved and properly displayed. 

I ask unanimous consent that the 
joint resolution be printed in the Recorp 
at this point, as a part of my remarks. 

There being no objection, the joint 
resolution was ordered to be printed in 
the RECORD, as follows: 

Whereas & certain American flag flew over 
the Capitol of the United States on Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, when Pearl Harbor was attacked 
by Japan, and on December 8, 1941, when 
the Congress declared war against Japan, 
and on December 11, 1941, when war was 
declared against Germany and Italy; and 

Whereas this flag was preserved by Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt as the "Flag of 
Liberation" and as a symbol of hope to the 
people of the countries overrun by the 
enemy and to the people of the United States 
of America; and 

Whereas it was the intention of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt that the flag should be 
raised in the various countries as the tide 
of allied victory progressed and then finally 
returned by the Chief Executive to the Con- 
gress where it could be displayed for the 
American people; and 

Whereas in accordance with these instruc- 
tions the flag was flown over Rome, Italy, 
on July 4, 1944; and 

Whereas though death came to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt on April 12, 1945, be- 
forefi the Nazi Government of Germany fell, 
his intentions were carried out, and on July 
20, 1945, this flag was flown over Potsdam, 
Germany, at a ceremony attended by his suc- 
cessor, President Harry S. Truman, who is- 
sued instructions that this original flag 
should continue to be flown on its tour of 
the world, and eventually returned, as in- 
tended by President Roosevelt; and 

Whereas this flag was flown from Germany 
by airplane into the United States, back 
through Pearl Harbor, the scene of American 
disaster, on to Guam, and toéhe Philippines, 
&nd up into Japan; then transferred to the 
battleship Missouri where it was flown dur- 
ing the ceremony of the surrender of the 
Japanese on September 1, 1945; and 

Whereas this flag was then displayed in 
the dome of the Capitol in Washington in 
celebration of Allied victory in World War 
II and the return of peace to the world; and 

Whereas this flag was formally returned 
to the Congress with appropriate ceremonies 
on April 6, 1948, and 1s now in the possession 
of the Architect of the Capitol; and 

Whereas it is essential that this flag be 
permanently preserved and properly dis- 
played: Therefore be it 

Resolved, etc. That the Architect of the 
Capitol is hereby directed to transfer said 
flag to the custody of the National Archives. 
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Sec. 2. The Archivist of the United States 
is hereby directed to suitably display said 
flag where it shall be available for viewing 
by the public and to permanently preserve 
it as tho fag Ненене the symbol ot 

ope. 


Mr. COTTON. Mr. President, a pre- 
vious joint resolution dealing with this 
flag was introduced in the Senate on 
September 11, 1945, by the former Sena- 
tor from Maine, Mr. Brewster, the Sen- 
ator from Alabama [Mr. HILL], and the 
former Senator from Oregon, Mr. Cor- 
don, as Senate Joint Resolution 91, 79th 
Congress. I ask that the remarks of 
former Senator Brewster, which appear 
in the Recorp of July 26, 1945, together 
with & letter from President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, in this connection, and 
certain affidavits regarding the authen- 
ticity of this flag, be printed in the REC- 
orp at this point as a part of my re- 
marks. 

There being no objection, the mat- 
ters referred to were order to be printed 
in the RECORD, as follows: 

THE FLAG OF LIBERATION 
(Extension of remarks of Hon. Owen Brew- 
ster, of Maine, in the Senate of the United 

States, Thursday, July 26 (legislative day 

* * Monday, July 9), 1945) 

Mr. BREWSTER, Mr. President, I ask unani- 
mous consent to have printed in the Appen- 
dix of the Record a statement dealing with 
the fiag of liberation, together with letters 
and newspaper comment on the same subject. 

There being no objection, the matter re- 
ferred to was ordered to be printed in the 
RECORD, as follows: 


“THE FLAG OF LIBERATION 


“This is the story of the American flag 
which flew over the Capitol on the day that 
the United States declared a state of war 
to exist between the United States and Japan. 
This same flag flew over the Capitol when 
the United States took the same action 
against Germany and Italy. 

"Since then the flag flew on July 4, 1944, 
over Rome; it was taken to Algiers, Casa- 
blanca, and other places by the late Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt. On July 20, 1945, Presi- 
dent Truman raised this same historic flag 
over Berlin. 

“The story of how the flag was acquired by 
Maury Maverick is told here along with аћ- 
davits identifying the flag. The fiag now is 
the property of the United States, being given 
to the late President Roosevelt and now is 
in the care of President Truman. 

“This fiag—so proud in war—shall become 
a symbol of a nation united for peace. It 
may truly be called the flag of liberation." 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21, 1945. 

Concerning flag flown over Berlin on July 
20 by President Truman. 

Concerning this, the news referred to this 
as Maury Maverick's flag. It is not mine. I 
did get the original flag. However, I gave 
it to President Roosevelt as trustee. 

He accepted it, and I spoke to him about 
it twice afterward. He was very much in- 
terested. 

Following is— 

1. The letter that I wrote the President; 

2. Copies of his memorandum to me; and 

3. The affidavits which show the flag flew 
over the Capitol when war was declared 
against Japan, Germany, and Italy.

My Dear Мв. Present: When Pearl Har- 
bor struck, I got the official flag that flew

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over the Capitol. It was there during the 
entire time that you addressed Congress 
for the declaration of war against Japan. 
Thereafter, it fiew all day on December 11, 
1941, when the United States declared war 
on Germany and Italy. 

This I treasure very greatly, but I realize 
it should not be my personal possession. It 
should be the possession of the American 
people. I should like to give it to you, as 
trustee, so it may come to be known as the 
flag of liberation. 

It would be fine for our friend Eisenhower 
to have wherever he goes; and finally when 
the armies of liberation march under the 
Arc de Triomphe in Paris. Being the flag 
of liberation, it would be a symbol that, 
once we declare war, we win that war, and 
that this flag really means liberation. 

The original affidavits about getting the 
flag are attached. It is correctly identified. 

This flag is of regulation size and could 

now be used at whatever headquarters we 
have in England. Later it could be trans- 
ferred to the Continent, and eventually to 
Paris, and, I hope, Berlin. 
. I want it understood that I don't want 
any credit. If there is any, I want you to 
have it. Then when the flag has gone 
through Europe and is returned, I think it 
Should be hung under the Dome of the 
Capitol on a fairly high place, where for 
coming centuries it will symbolize freedom 
and liberty.

In ad- 
dition on the rope hem in back of the flag 
opposite the bottom red and white stripes, 
but off the true field of the flag these words 
have been inked in: 

"American flag owned by Maury Maverick, 
which flew over the United States Capitol, 
December 8, 1941, when the United States 
declared war on Japan, and later on Decem- 
ber 11, 1941, when the United States de- 
clared war on Germany and Italy."

Old Glory Gets a New Star 


The re-designed Stars and Stripes, commemorating 
Alaskan statehood, becomes official July Fourth. Meanwhile, 


flag-makers are getting ready for a big spree in flag buying. 


Alaskans aren't the onlv ones who 
celebrated this week when Pres. Eisen- 
hower proclaimed a 49-star flag the 
official Star-Spangled Banner 

Another happy group is the flag 
manufacturers. That extra star should 
bring out of the doldrums an industry 
that has been becalmed since last July. 
At that time, Alaskan statehood became 
a certainty, and the 48-star flag a candi- 
date for the history books. 

As soon as Alaskans voted to accept 
statehood, sales and production of Old 
Glory virtually ceased. One flagmaker 
turned to making signal flags for the 
armed forces. Another kept going on 
the state and maritime end of the busi- 
ness. Others closed down and laid off 
all except maintenance crews.

Fhis week, the sewing and printing 
lines are humming with activity. Most 
started production Monday morning, 
having gotten final word on the ofhcial 
design of the blue field and white 
stars on Saturday. Machines had been 
readied, personnel rehired, and screens 
with vanous possible layouts of stars 
prepared. All that was necessary was to 
select the proper layout and start sew- 
ing. However, full-scale output won't be 
reached for about six weeks. 

* High Hopes-The outlook for the 
industry, whose sales normally run 
about 10-million a year (last year they 
dropped to 5-million) is cheery. D. W. 
Chandler, president of Annin & Co., 
of New York, forecasts a doubling or 
even a tripling of business. John C. 
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Dettra, head of Dettra Flag Co., of 
Oaks, Pa., has enlarged his company’s 
capacity 40%. Dettra looks for a splurge 
in buying. "But," he adds, "You never 
can tell how long the rush will last." 

George Liberman, president of Val- 
ley Forge Flag Co., Valley Forge, Pa., 
expects a 25% jump in sales. Others 
voice similar hopes, but one manufac- 
turer has a note of caution. “This may 
put the steam back into the flag busi 
ness, but for some reason, people are 
not so flag-conscious as they were a 
few years ago." “But,” he says, “if the 
retailers don't do a real job of promo- 
tion, it won't be good for us." 
e Customers—For some manufacturers, 
promotion doesn't make much differ- 
ence. Their biggest customer is Uncle 
Sam—but he buvs only on bids. Liber- 
man estimates that two-thirds of Valley 
Forge flag sales are to the Philadelphia 
Quartermaster Depot, which buvs all 
flags for the Armed Services. Because 
the President's order stipulates that all 
48-star flags will be used until unservice 
able, Armed Service requirements for 
replacements haven't been determined 
Even so, the Quartermaster Depot has 
let contracts for 15,000 new flags, 
which will be bought but not used be 
fore July Fourth—the day Eisenhower 
set for their first display 

Some companies don't like to do 
business with the government. Dettra 
steers clear of the competitive bids be- 
cause vou can only sell on low price 
to the government.” Only 10% of 
Dettra’s output goes to the government. 
Annin operates on a similar philosophy, 
with about 25% of U.S. flag sales to 
Uncle Sam. The rest go to individuals, 
corporations, patriotic and fraternal 
societies, churches, schools, ships, and 
funeral parlors. Distribution is through 


department stores, stationery shops, 
school supply distributors, and ship 
chandlers. One of the best recent 


sources of income, says Annin, are flags 
used by businesses in promotions, such 
as giveaways in contests. Another is the 
boating craze. 

Prices for the new flags, which will 

be up 5% to 8%, won't be so important 
a competitive factor as deliverv from 
now until July. “Whoever gets there 
fastest will get the sales," says one 
flagmaker. 
* Hawaii Could Hurt—While the in- 
dustry as a whole is pleased to be oper- 
ating again, not all are happy with the 
new design and the way its selection 
was handled. Another touchy subject 
to the flag industry is Hawaii. Most 
makers want Hawaiian statehood to 
come, but not too soon—otherwise, 
many people will hold off buying flags 
until the 50-star banner comes out. It 
depends on what the Congress does,” 
says one manufacturer, “H they actively 
consider Hawaiian statehood this year, 
it could hurt our business.”

Trouble with the Stars and Stripes... 

... have the American flag manufacturers. Already the admission of Alaska as the 49th state of the 
USA had come as a complete surprise and with full camps. No sooner had they recovered from 
this shock and switched to flags with 49 stars, when Hawaii was added as a 50 state. They will now 
remain seated on the vast inventory of 49-star flags they have laid out. Adding to the flag makers’ 
anger is the likelihood that by July 4 Hawaii will not have made all the necessary arrangements for 
admission to the Union. Only on this day, Independence Day, can the flag be officially changed 
after the President has determined the new arrangement of the stars. One of the prerequisites for 
the admission of a new state into the Union is, after the consent of the other states by resolution of 
Congress - an election in the new state itself to obtain the consent of the depopulation. In theory, 
that could be done in Hawaii on time, but the Islanders don't seem to want to share the day of 
Union accession with Alaska, and they're taking their time with the election. So it may well be 
that on July 4, 1959 only the 49th star will be added to the Stars and Stripes, and the 50th star not 
until July 4th, 1960. But who will buy a flag with 49 stars until then? Frederic Sheddinger (FRED- 
ERIC SHEDDINGER), the managing director of the Dettra Flag Company (DETTRA FLAG 
COMPANY), one of the largest flag factories in America, tears his hair out. Order cancellations 
pile up on his desk every day. 120 of the factory's 275 workers and employees had to be laid off, 
and instead of 5,000, only 150 Stars and Stripes are now being produced every day. Many wheels

Recommended Arrangement to 1 to President Eisenhower 


Accepted for Official Use on July 4 Next; 
Production Will Begin Monday | | 


That a design for a 50-star United States flag, to 
include representation by the new State of Hawaii, sub- 
mitted to President Eisenhower by the Dettra Flag Com- 
pany, Oaks, was the one adopted was announced today by 
W. Frederick Shedinger, executive vice president. 


On Aug. 14, Mr. Shedinger wrote 
to the President, enclosing a rec- 
ommended design of nine rows of 
stars, with six and five rows al- 
ternating. The prevailing pattern 
of stripes was not disturbed. 

Within a few days Mr. Shed- 
inger received a reply from the 
White House, written by Robert 
Merriam, Deputy Staff Assistant 
to the President, acknowledging 
the recommendation and express- 
ing hope that the official design, 
when announced, would be pleas- 
ing to the flag company official. 

Mr. Shedinger said today that 

is delighted with the decision 
on the design. He immediately 
sent for artists to make templets 
and layout personnel to position 
the stars for production work 
which will begin on Monday mor- 
ning. The plant has been .closed 
for a week to permit simultaneous 
vacations by the employes. Mr. 
Shedinger indicated that the pro- 
duction staff will be built up to 
full strength in anticipation of a 
tremendous demand, as was the 
case when the 49-star flag design 
was announced. 

The flag company officer said 


that he is pleased, also that the. 


design announcement for the new 
flag was made immediately this

When Dettra Flag Company, Inc., whittled away its back- 
log of orders for 50-star American flags near the end of 
1960, sales manager William C. Spangler braced himself 
for a slump. 

It still hasn't come. True, the pace is more pleasant 
than during the hectic 1960 summer when the company 
was so far behind on deliveries that it took its salesmen off 
the road. But sales are continuing to fly high as Dettra 
heads into its peak selling season—the weeks immediately 
preceding Memorial Day, Flag Day and Independence Day. 

“People are more eager to have a flag as a symbol of 
Americanism in a time of world turbulence," Spangler 
believes. “It almost seems, too, that John Glenn's victory 
in space has made Americans more openly patriotic." The 
Middle West, he notes, flies the most flags, eclipsing both 
the oldest and the newest states. 

While they cherish the Betsy Ross legend, most 
Americans know little about modern U.S. flagmakers, who 
annually produce between five and six million flags of

all types. Dettra, one of the two largest manufacturers, 
makes about one-third of them. 

John C. Dettra founded the company in his father's 
chicken coop in 1901 to fill a 1,000 flag order handed him 
by a former employer. Now in his eighties, he not only is 
still active in the company's management but still sits 
down at a sewing machine to show new employees just how 
a flag should be put together. 

Always interested in better fabrics for flags, Dettra 
explored the possibilities of nylon with Du Pont in the 
1940's, as soon as civilian supplies were available. After a 
good many tests of different weaves and finishes, he nar- 
rowed his field to two fabrics. The first, a closely woven, 
continuous filament material, was suitable for outdoor 
flags; the other was coarser and draped more gracefully 
indoors because of its fuller body. 

The Navy, which needed flags that could withstand 
salt air and mildew, was particularly enthusiastic about 
the new Dettra offering and has been a steady customer 
ever since. U.S. consulates and embassies all over the 
world also are long-time fiiers of nylon flags. 


Durability and Beauty 


"Initially, we stressed durability in selling nylon," 
Spangler recalls. “But we soon realized that its beauty 
was equally outstanding. Because ot their lightness, nylon 
flags fly especially well, even in a faint breeze." Dettra's 
special nylon fabrics are woven by Burlington Industrial 
Fabrics Co., and dyed to meet strict colorfastness speci- 
fications. Flags are sewn with nylon thread for added dura- 
bility, a practice so successful that the company this spring 
extended it to cotton flags as well. 

Spangler recalls the frantic period just after Alaska 
came into the Union in January 1959. *We watched the 
first public showing of the new flag on television, made 
a Polaroid photograph and, in five minutes, had a pattern. 
There was tremendous excitement among our customers 
and for weeks we turned out 49-star flags as fast as we 
could. 'Then, when Hawaii was admitted and it was only a 
matter of time until there would be 50 stars, we got arm- 
loads of cancellations." 

U.S. flags account for about half of Dettra's business. 


A growing part of business is making flags to order from sketches 
submitted by civic and service groups, fire companies and bands. 


Founder John C. Dettra is surrounded by flags made of Du Pont 
nylon. Lightweight, the nylon flags fly well and are durable. 


A rather wide range of other types, each interesting in its 
own way, rounds out the company's activities. Last year, 
for instance, Dettra made more than 50 nylon Presidential 
flags for John F. Kennedy. Such flags, in varying sizes, 
fly from a car or yacht or vacation spot when the Chief 
Executive is present. When he leaves office permanently, 
they go with him. 

The intricate flags required days of pattern work and 
painstaking attention to fine details. “They are machine 
operators' nightmares," Spangler admits. *One woman did 
all the extremely fine detail work on the Kennedy flags." 

'The United Nations poses another sort of problem. 
When new countries join, it's frequently difficult to find 
out the design of their official flags. The U.N. representa- 
tive, for instance, may be considered a king's personal en- 
voy and so ordered to fly his flag instead of the nation's. 
Moreover, new countries frequently haven't reached a 
final decision on a design. 

Civic and service organizations, fire companies and 
marching bands are big users of nylon flags, Spangler 
points out. Band directors especially like the fact that a 
nylon flag isn't permanently spotted if it gets wet or mud- 
dy at a football game. Dettra makes such flags to order 
from design sketches submitted by the organization. 

Also available in nylon are church flags, state flags, 
merchant flags of all countries, U.S. yacht ensigns and a 
line of novelty flags for pleasure boats—among them a ball 
and chain to indicate that the wife is aboard and a witch 
to show that she's ashore.

It is uncertain who manufactured the flag that was deployed by the 
Apollo 11 crew. According to a NASA Press Release of 3 July 1969, 
"the Stars and Stripes to be deployed on the Moon was purchased 
along with several others made by different manufacturers at stores 
in the area around the Manned Spacecraft Center near Houston. 

In order to attach the flag properly to its aluminum staff it was 
necessary to remove the binding and labels. For this reason the name 
of the manufacturer cannot be determined. (NASA Press Release 
69-83E, 3 July 1969, on file at the JSC History Office). In his book, 
"All We Did Was Fly to the Moon, (Gainesville, FL: Whispering 
Eagle Press, 1988), p. 121, Dick Lattimer states that the flags that 
went to the moon were made by Annin & Co. Randy Beard, Sr., of 
Annin contacted the Public Affairs Office at NASA Headquarters 
regarding the flag shortly after the moon landing. His company had 
supplied many flags to NASA throughout the manned space flight 
program. Beard was told that three secretaries had been sent out to 
buy 3x5-foot nylon flags during their lunch hours. After they had 
returned it was discovered that all of them had purchased their flags 
at Sears. Annin was the official flag supplier for Sears at the time so 
this story seemed to confirm that the flag had been made by Annin. 
Beard was informed that NASA would not confirm the manufacturer 
of the flag because they didn't ^want another Tang" -- in other words, 
the agency did not want another advertising campaign based upon 
the fact that a commercial product had been used by the astronauts. 
(Randy Beard, Sr., Annin & Co., personal communication, 24 August 
1992 and 10 September 1992.) Jack Kinzler was unable to verify 
that the flags were purchased at local stores or that the labels were 
removed. His notes indicate that the flags were purchased from the 
Government Stock Catalog for $5.50. (Kinzler, interview, 30 August

NEW YORK (АР) —

ner makers amd decal distribu- 
tors say business is at the top of 
the pole. 

"Demand is up sharply, I'd 
say over 100 per cent above last 
year," said a spokesman for An- 
nin & Co. in New York, the larg- 
езі producer of cloth flags in the 
country. “It's more than the in- 
dustry can handle.“ 

"We've doubled our sales in 
the last 18 months,” said HJ. 
Sanders, general manager of 
Dettra Flag Co., Inc., near San 
Francisco. 

In Virginia, an official of 
Mount Vernon Flagmakers said 
demand is greater than at any 
time in memory, and New Eng- 
land flag factories report they 
are running several weeks be- 
hind in filling orders. 

Prest-On Products Co. of New 
York says its sales of flag de- 
cals are up 10 times from last 
vear with about 750,000 of the in- 
dex card- size decals sold so far 
this year. 


"We're selling them to politi- 
cal groups and to demonstra- 
tors, like the construction work- 
ers, and then there are bulk 
sales-we don't know where they 
go," а Prest-On spokesman 
said. 

"It's & patriotic effort; we're 
just hoping we can break even,” 
said a spokesman for Pepsi- 
Cola, which has offered a 3x5 
foot cotton flag for $2.79 plus 
handling charges to customers 
in the metropolitan New York 
area for about a month. 

The spokesman said Pepsi has 
received 5,000 orders so far. 

More than a year ago, Read- 
er's Digest inserted a flag decal 
in copies of the magazine. Since 
then, a spokesman said. the 
magazine has sold or given 
away nearlv 54 million decals. 

Many observers see the in- 
creased display of the flag as a 
reaction by middle-class Ameri- 
cans to demonstrations in which 
U.S. flags were desecrated or 
Viet Cong flags displayed. 

Flags also have been used by 
antiwar groups. 

Save our Flag Co., for in- 
stance, offered a decal that 
showed an American flag on the 
body of a dove of peace. The 
campany urged people not to let 
"super patriots" take over the 
flag.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
demand for American flags 
flown over the nation's capitol is 
so brisk these days that con- 
gressmen must wait months to. 
fill requests from constituents. 


“I have never seen so many 
requests for flags, said Rep. J. 
Herbert Burke, R-Fla. 


"I think this display of flag 
buying should put those small 
percentage of anti-American 
troublemakers on notice that 
the average American loves his 
country and is now showing his 
devotion in his own little way, 
by buying the Stars and 
Stripes,” he said. 


Citizens request House and 
Senate members to buy the 
flags, have them flown over the 
Capitol, and then sent to their 
horr.es. 

Managers of both the House 
and Senate Stationary shops 
told a reporter they are way be- 
hind in filling their orders. They 
said flag producers are facing 
big demands and have not been 
able to provide more flags. 

John Penn, manager of the 
House shop, said he has 3,000 
flag orders waiting from 
congressional offices and that 
deliveries will be delayed up to 
four months. 

The House shop sold 16,000 
flags last year and so far have 
sold more than 21,000 this year. 


"The sale of American flags 
is fantastic," he said. 


Burke, hoping to get assist- 
ance for his colleagues, turned 
to one of the largest flag pro- 
ducers, Annin of Verona, N.J. 
and was told it is backlogged on 
tlae orders from eight weeks to 
three months and can't provide 
any more flags for congress- 
men. 

Burke said the Dettra 
Co., which has the contract to 
supply the House shop, has said 
it has tried to locate other com- 
panies to help them fill orders 
but with little success.

NEW YORK (UPI) — It's a 
grand old flag and a high-flying 
flag business because of the 
‘bicentennial. 

“Beyond expectations," said 
one of the nation’s largest flag 
manufacturers of the boom.

It's always a banner business

The woman's hands maneuvered the fabric 
swiftly and skillfully, with the ease that 
comes from years of repetition. Bringing to- 
gether 13 strips of fabric — seven red, six 
White — a square of blue and 50 white stars, 
she created the flag of the United States of 
America. | 

It was a job not unlike the one that legend 
says was performed by Betsy Ross when she 
fashioned the first "Old Glory" in Philadel- 
phía in June 1776. Except for the addition of 
37 stars, the end product has remained essen- 
tially the same for more than two centuries. 

For William Spangler, president of Dettra 
Flag Co. in Oaks, Montgomery County, Betsy's 
legend is nice, but Dettra's productivity is 
better. With industrial sewing machines, 
Scores of modern-day Betsy Rosses produce 
thousands of the star-spangled banners in a 
day. 
Since the company was founded in a chick- 
en coop in Oaks in 1901, Dettra has grown 
into the nation's second-largest flag manufac- 
turer, with $8 million in annual sales and 140 


employees. 

But other than the introduction of sewing 
machines, the flag business, and Dettra Flag, 
have changed little since the company was 
founded. 

“Ours is a traditional business. Bibles and 
flags don't change, you know," Spangler said 
in an interview last week. "There isn't much 
room for product development." 

Although the basic product doesn't change, 
Spangler has been trying, sometimes in vain, 
he acknowledges, to introduce innovations. 

“People don't change easily. A steel flag- 
pole with contact paper on it just won't warp 
like a wood one will, and you really can't tell 
the difference from 10 feet away, but still 
they want wood." 

It is the same with plastic eagles for the top 
of flagpoles, or plastic flagpole stands filled 
with sand and shot. Both innovations sell, 
but brass-plated metals are still preferred, 
Spangler said. 

One tradition that has changed is the use of 
cotton in flags. "A decade ago, cotton was 
used 2% to three times more than nylon. Now 
it's the reverse," he said. "Nylon is just pretti-

er, it kind of shines, and it flies better be- 
cause it holds the air." 


Holding the air was not something that the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administra» 
tion was concerned with when it sent a 
Dettra flag on Apollo 11 to the moon in 1969 
with Neil Armstrong and Edwin "Buzz" AI- 
drin. A piece of wire sewn into the top helped 
make the flag "wave" in the windless lunar 
environment. 

Although he is proud that a Dettra flag was 
chosen for the first moon landing, Spangler 
said the experience was frustrating. 

"You knew Tang went to the moon, along 
with all sorts of other products, but they took 
every label off our flag," Spangler said. Some- 
times the flag is considered too important to 
be commercialized, he explained. 

At other times, the importance of the flag is 
the driving force behind sales. The flag busi- 
ness always has been cyclical, with the vast 
majority of sales coming during the summer 
months because of interest in flag-waving 
stirred by occasions such as Memorial Day

The Persian Gulf War of 1991 once again resulted in 
soaring flag sales, spurred by the rise in patriotism, and 
Annin struggled to keep up with demand. In fact, sales 
during and after Desert Storm surpassed other peak 
periods, such as the unveiling of the 50-star flag and the 
Bicentennial. As usual, soon after the war came to a 
close flag sales returned to a more normal level, growing 
at an annual rate of about 10 percent. 


One increasing source of income during the 1990s 
resulted from the growing popularity of seasonal banners 
displayed on residential flagpoles to commemorate 
holidays and other events. Annin also grew revenues in 
1998 when it acquired its chief rival, Dettra Flag 
Company, based in Oaks, Pennsylvania, near 
Philadelphia. Dettra's history dated to 1901 when it 
won a contract from the Wrigley company to produce 
carnival and exposition flags.

Abraham Dettra 1815-1848 


BENJAMIN F. DETTRA, one of the older members 
of the Berks county Bar, was born in Upper Providence 
township, Montgomery county. July 4, 1845. His grand- 
father, Abraham Dettra, was a farmer in Lower Sal- 
ford township, that county, and his father, Abraham 
Dettra, was a farmer in Upper Providence township, 
same county. He died about sixty years ago. His 
wife was Sarah Boas, daughter of John E. Boas, who 
was'an influential farmer and for many years justice 
of his township; Mr. Boas died in Chester county, Pa. 
Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Dettra had four children, 
as follows: William C. died when thirty-seven years 
old; Andora married Samuel Bard, of Montgomery 
county, and died at the age of forty years; John B. is 
a builder of Montgomery county; and Benjamin F. 

Benjamin F. Dettra attended the district school and 
Washington Collegiate Institute, where he prepared 
himself for work in the school-room as teacher. He 
served in the Civil war in the 129th Pa. V. I. and on 
his return home passed the next five years in teaching 
in the winter and working on the farm in the summer. 
He now decided to take up the law for a life work, and 
began reading in the office of the late Albert G. Green. 
being admitted to the Bar in April, 1875. and later to 
the higher courts. He has since pursued the practice 
at Reading. In addition to looking after a large private 
practice Mr. Dettra.has at different times served as 
county and city solicitor, and as solicitor for the Board 
of School Controllers. 

Mr. Dettra has always been alive to the public in- 
terest, is a supporter of the Democratic party, and 
holds membership in the Royal Arcanum and other 
insurance companies, and is a member of the Calvary 
Reformed Church of Reading. 

On Dec. 25, 1869, Mr. Dettra married Emma Louisa 
Reese. daughter of William Reese, a farmer of Chester 
county. Four children have been born to this mar- 
riage: Emma V. died in October, 1903, aged twenty- 
four; Susan R. and Sarah M. are at home; and Paul 
Sterly was a member of the class of 1906 in the Read- 
ing high school. !

John Boas Dettra 1840-1917 


OHN BOAS CLEVENSTINE, man- 
ager of the only printing-office in 
Bridgeton exclusively devoted to job 

work, was born December 7, 1861, in Kimber- 
ton, Chester County, Pa., son of John and 
Sarah (Boas) Clevenstine. The Clevenstines 
are an old Pennsylvania family of German 
origin. | 

John Clevenstine, also a native of Chester 
County, was an extensive land-owner and 
largely interested in the mule teams which 
were then used to switch or transfer cars in 
West Philadelphia. He also had a large min- 
ing interest, being engaged in transporting 
iron ore to the mills in Phenixville, Pa. 
The old bridge from Phoenixville to Mont Clare 
was constructed by his instrumentality, while 
he was one of the principal members of the 
Bridge Company. He was also one of the 
early stockholders of the old National Bank of 
Phoenixville. Не took an active interest in 
public affairs, and served successively in a 
number of county offices He was widely 
known and highly respected as an authority 
in town questions. In politics he was a life- 
long Democrat. His wife was a daughter of 
John Boas, of Philadelphia. She had but one 
child by this union, John Boas Clevenstine, 
the subject of this biography. At the time of 
her marriage to John Clevenstine she was the 
Widow Dettra, and had four children. Two 
of these are now living, namely: John, who is 
now at Oaks Station, Pa.; and Benjamin, who 
is an attorney in Reading, Pa. The parents 
were Lutherans in religious belief. The 
father died in 1872, and the mother passed 


away in 1881.

John Bowes Dettra was born near Philadelphia in 
Montgomery County in 1839, and was liberally edu- 
eated in private sehools. He served six months in the 
Union Army, and after the close of the war taught 
school. He became a contractor and builder, and did 
some important work in that connection in and around 
Philadelphia, and on a number of occasions was called 
as eounsel and adviser to organizations requiring the 
benefit of his experience in important measures of con- 
struction. He served on several important committees 
of investigation for the Pennsylvania Railway Com- 
pany. He retired from the aetive work of his profes- 
sion about twenty-five years before his death. He 
married Annie O. Rowland, daughter of Lewis Row- 
land. She lives in Philadelphia, and is the mother of 
three sons, Lewis Rowland, Norris and John C. The 
two younger brothers are prominent Philadelphia 
business men, associated in some of their enterprises. 
The youngest son, John C., started to make his way in 
the world at the age of twelve years, and is one of the 
eonspieuous leaders in the business affairs of Phila- 
delphia today, a banker, and interested in varied 
industries, ineluding the iron and machine business, the 
manufaeture of underwear, flags and penants.

It was an important day for Robert and Hanna; many years later
